Family, 


BOAT WAS SOLD AT AUCTION 


a 
FOR OVER FIFTY YEARS A 
LEATHERS RAN A NATCHEZ. 


Zhe Days of the First One Were the 
Halcyon Days of Steamboating, 
Now Departed, Nevermore 
to Return. 


NEW ORLEANS, .Feb. 22.—The steam. 
er Natchez was sold at public outery 
a few days ago. And thus passes the his- 
torlc name of Leathers out of the Missis- 
sipp! packet business: ‘The Leathers have 
owned six steamers of the nanie of Nat- 
chez, the first one built away back yonder 
in the fifties, in the days when Mississippi 
river steamboats were georgous things in- 
seed, the second bullt later on, sometime 
after the war; and the four others later, 
the last of which was just sold, and alt 
Guring that time the Leathers family has 
Owned the boats and a'Leathers has been 
me the pilot house or on the deck of each 


one. 

Capt. Thomas P. Leathers had the first 
atchez bulit in the old days wien” Bs. 
y river was the only way the planter had 
oO etting to town or of getting provisions 
to his pluntation; when there was money 
in the land, and it was freely spent. The old 
atchez was built in the days when a white 
chip represented a bale of cotton and a 
blue one represented a “‘nigger,”’ and some- 
times the captain, when he had a good 
hand, put up the boat to show the amount 
of confidence he had in the steboards 
and to show his devotion to the ‘game. 


Brave Days 


of Steamboating. 

They were brave days then, days when 
Planters came to town with monev in 
@very. pocket; when the sugar barrel was 
worth aimost a barrel of money and when 
the cotton crop was worth many millions 
more than it is now. All the pfanters, all 
the gamblers, all the people of whatever 
degree or station in life went up and down 
the Mississippi -then.. It was the only 
Way to get from New Oriéans to’ St. Louis 
or from New Or'‘eans to Louisville or from 
New Orleans to almost anywhere else ex- 


cept those piaces due East. They were 
reat big avs; boats with thousands of 
collars spent in ornamentation: thousands 
of dollars wasted on chandeliers and such 
like trimmings, and thousands spent on 
aintings and gilded railings and things 
ike that. All kinds and conditions of mon 

d women frequented the river boats then. 
Departure days were great events. and ar- 
riva] days were looked forward to as one 
of the principa features of the life of the 
metropolis. All the freight from the plan- 
tations came by boat and all the people 
came to New Orleans by boat and all the 
thine they were on the river they enjoyed 
themseives. They used to give the passen- 
ths great meals; set betore the peopie 

hings which could not be had in the hotels 
and when the captain took his seat at the 
head of the table he was the biggest wheel 
in the combination. 

All Is Changed 
From Those Days. 

The sty’e of boats ha® changed since 
then atid changed radically: The old: side 
wheel boats, the big boats with the broad 
freebcard, floating palaces all, were built 
for speed and endurance. And they used 
to race, running at top speed all the way 
from Convent to Natcnez, run at the rate

@ides of bacon into the furnaces to make 
steam when the boilers app<ared to fall, 
feeding any inflammable thing to the 
flames, running the baze out of the tops 
of the smoke stacks and causing conster- 
nation among the passengers.

Bernhardt Also Declines to Pay for the 
Royal Scepter She Used as 
Theodora.

KILLED IN DISLODGING HIM. 


FOUGHT A STUBBORN BATTLE 
FOR TWO HOURS. 


Many Shots Were Exchanged Between 
Besiegers and a Mexican Who 
Was Either Lawless or 
a Lunatic. 


BATBHSVILLE, Tex., Feb. 22.--On Satur- 


day evening Mr. Mack West, manager of, 


the Ellis and Flowers ranch, and his wife, 
shut up their house five miles north of 
Batesville on the road to Uvaide and came 
to Batesville, spending the night and Sun- 
day in town. They reached home again 
about dark Sunday night, and were sur- 
prised to see a light in the house and hear 
Mexican voices from the inside. Mr. West 
started to go in, but his wife persuaded 


him to bring her back to town and get as- 
sistance. 

Mr.. West, County Judge O. A. Mills and 
Sheriff Taylor went baek to the place and 
watched the house during the night. Before 
day Mr. West returned to town and got 
Pancho Prather, a Mexican who lives here 
who could probably induce the supposed 
lunatic to surrender without harming him. 
Pancho went to the door of the house and 
shook the latch. A voice from inside in 
both English and Spanish language, said 
“Who is that?’ “I am aman.” “I am 
here to stay.”’ 

ancho knew then it was not the sup- 
posed lunatic, and beat a hasty retreat, 
seeking shelter behind outhouses and cor- 
rals. A smal] Mexican came out of the 
house, about 30 years of age, weighing 
about 130 pounds, Winchester rifle in hand, 
walking around the house, and going upon 
@® wooden water tank he fired his gun at 
something The officers, thinking him cra- 
zy, sent back for more help. 

Shortly afterwards several men had 
reached the scene and Pancho passed in 
front of the house riding fast and firing 
i. The Mexican immediately ran out, 

inchester in hand, and located W. R. 
Hooper, who was about 90 yards from the 
house by a corner of the fence. He fired at 
Mr. Hooper, cutting a twig from a mes- 

ulte, who in turn shot above his head. The 

exican fell, getting up, picking up his gun 
and Folns back inside the house. He was 
heard to fall in the house. A genera: 
fire was then directed at the room into 

which he had gone. 
ceiving no response, one of the crowd 
slipped up to one of the windows and saw 
there was blood in one of the rooms. Think- 
he was dead, or dying, W. R. Hooper, 

. R. Spear and Pancho Prader went in- 
‘side. The Mexican was lying on the bed 
very still, with a pillow over fis face. Mr. 
Hooper, sure he would do no further fight- 
ing, set ‘his guu down and Pancho raised 
the Pillow, when the Mexican sprang to his 
feet, slashing at Pancho with a utohey 
knife. In the retreat Mr. Hooper and Pan- 
cho both fel', leaving a six-shooter and 
Winchester behind. r. Spear, «tepping 
inside, fired a number of shots into the 
door, which the Mexican was shutting. Hav- 
ing @ new supply, ne made it warm for a 
couple of hours for any one who exposed 
himself. In thc meantime the house was 
riddiéd with bullets from all directions 
Firing from the inside ceased and fir- 
ing also from the outside. 

inally a door was opened and Mr. Wm. 
Bates, stepping upon a small gailery at 
the back of ‘he house, could see him lying 
on the bed. The experience of two hours 
ago had not been forgotten. Messrs. Spear 
and Hooper again went in the house, this 
time ready for any move he made. he 
Mexican raisea a pistol, firing between 
them, they sending a load of buckshot and 
also a Winchester ball into his head. 

He was unknown to any one here, had 

on a nice gold ring, had discarded his old 
‘clothes ard donned clothes belonging to 
Mr. West. 
On a pencil tablet found.in the house it 
appears he was at Hindoo City in January, 
1902, and that his name might have been 
Gonzales.

MAN ESCAPED FROM HOSPITAL 


Ran Naked and Bleeding Until Con- 
valescents Caught Him After 
a Struggle, 


PHILADELPHIA,’ Feb. 22.~Two doctors 
and.-score of nurses connected with the 
Municipal Hospital, a dozen Philadelphia 
policemen, 300 men and boys and half a 
dozen dogs joined in a man-hunt last night, 
The men, boys and animals were in pur- 
sult of a naked and bleeding fugitive who 
escaped from a Smallpox ward of the 
municipal institution. The entire neighbor- 
hood was panic stricken. Women gathered 
their children about them and locked the 
doors of their homes, while husbands and 
older sons were engaged in the chase. 


It has been impossible to learn the name 
of the fugitive. Those who saw the man 
Say that he was not more than 25 years 
old, smooth faced, and of heavy and ath- 
letic build. 

A few minutes after 9 o’clock, while the 
one nurse in his ward was engaged in 
a far end of the long bul'ding, the patient 
arose from his cot, wrapped a blanket about 
his shoulders and leaped through a window 
to the ground. The only garment he wore 
was a night shirt. After jumping from the 
window he ran to the high board fence 
which parallels Twenty-second street. Fie 
climbed to the top of this fence, which is 8 
feet high and rendered formidable by three 
Strands of barbed wire which tore and lac- 
erated the-fugitive’s arms and legs. 

As he was dashing past Oakdale street 
two negro convalescents who had been con- 
fined in the smallpox wards of the hospital 
jumped from the top of a gate and did 
what a'l the other pursuers had failed to 
accomplish. They tackled the fugitive ard 
threw him heavily to the cobble-stone pave- 
ment. 

A moment later several policemen reached 
the pot, and carried the unconscious and 
bleeding man back to his place in the 
smallpox ward of the Municipal Hospital.

FOUR THOUSAND PRESENT 


A Feature of the Ceremony Was an Ad- 
dress by Dr. Daniel Gilman, 
the Retiring President. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 22.—The notable ex- 
ercises which mark the quarter century in 
the history of Johns Hopkins University 
and installation of Ira Remsen as presi- 
dent of that institution were attended to- 
day by fully 4000 persons, many of whom 
came from all parts of the country in order 
to participate in the jubilee program. Feat- 
ures of the exercises were an address by 
the retiring head of the institution, Dr. 
Daniel Gilman, the inaugural of President 
Remsen and the conferring of degrees up- 
o7+ a large number of educators and schol- 
ars, and a congratulatory address by Pres- 
ident Eliot of Harvard University. To the 
beautiful strains of Lizst’s Festival 
March an academic procession of 1500 


alumni and students entered the auditori- 
um of the Music Hall, where Gov. John 
Walter Smith delivered an address of wel- 
come. President Gilman, after a few words 
of thanks to the uappy references to him- 
self by the state’s executive, said: 

“The distinguished scholar who has been 
called to the presidency of this university 
by the unanimous voice of the trustees 
and with the hearty concurrence of the 
faculty, is no stranger to the duties and 
cares that devolve upon him. He has been 
a member of our society since its earliest 
davs and has won the increasing admira- 
tion of the community. With the knowl- 
edge of a colleague and the devotion of 
a friend I now welcome him in the name 
of the governing board to this high station 
and bespeak for him perpetual confidence 
and support. 

“You are thrice welcome to this seat, Ira 
Remsen, doctor of laws in Yale, Colum- 
bia and Princeton.

Now Charlie Jahn Applies 
For a Divorce, 


WAS HIS WIFE’S FARM HAND 


SHE WON HIM WITH PROMISES 
OF HER WEALTH. 


Married Ten Days He Got a Beating in 
Place of $300, and Now Both 
Parties Want to Be Released 
From Marital Bonds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Feb. 22.—‘I married 
her for her money, because she wanted me 
to and promised it to me, and then didn’t 
get it,’ is the frank and plaintive wail of 


Charles O. Jahns of this city, who asks the 
courts to compel his wife to divide her 
thousands with him and make her live with 
him now that they are wedded. 

Margaret G. Jahn is the owner of one 
of the finest farms in Polk County, con- 
sisting of 80 acres of valuable land near 
the little town of Clive. She also has about 
$10,000 in government bonds In the bank and 
this, together with other property, makes 
her worth between $25,900 and $30.000. She 
is a middle-aged woman, with four grown- 
up sons, but about a year ago she was wed- 
ded to one of her farmhands, Charles Jahn 
by name, 22 years old; and the marital life 
towether of ten days gave rise to the do- 
'mestic enagety which the district court of 
-Polk County is asked to avenge. 


The Wife 
Files a Petition. 
Some weeks ago Margaret G. Jahn filed 
suit in the courts here asking divorce from 


her husband, Charles O. Jahn, alleging that 
they had been married in Fort Dodge, Iowa, 
July 5, 1901, and lived together just a montn; 
that her husband refused to support her 
and threatened to deprive her of her thous- 
ands by suits in court; also that he is 
still playing the gallant with unmarried la- 
dies and taking them to parties, balls, re- 
ceptions and the like returns to his wife 
and tells her of the favors the fair sex 
shower upon him. 

The petition was duly docketed and at- 
tracted no attention until this week, when 
the husband filed his answer in court and 
disclosed a a condition of affairs 
and asked that his wife be compelled to pay 
him alimony and keep him, although he 
is young, strong and able to work. 


His Answer 

Novel and Unique. 
Jahn’s answer is novel: it is unique in 
court annals. He admits that they were 


duly married but claims that only ten days 
after the wedding ceremony the two sons 
of his wife by a former marriage (Joseph 
and Fred Rawson and a son-in-law, Frank 
Parky) set upon him on his own farm (by 
marriage) and beat him up so that he 
crept away a disabled wreck, with the com- 
mand ringing in his ears to leave forever 
or be beaten up again if ever he approached 
his wife or her property again. He leads 
off by ody that he is only 22 years 
old, whereas his wife is 50, and has four 
grown children (the youngest of whom is 
past 8 years) and that he should rot be 
made to keep himself because his wife has 
money. Continuing with his tale of woe his 
court paper says: 

“That in the spring of 1991 the defendant 
(Jahn) wag employed by the plaintiff (the 
present Mfs. Jahn) and her said son fto 
work on the said farm; that soon there- 
after plaintiff began to manifest great in- 
tep>st and affection for the defendant 
(Jahn), by flattering him. hugging him and 
kissing him repeatedly and asking and urg- 
ing defendant to marry her, representing 
that if.the defendant would do so they 
wou'd live alone and in plenty; that she had 
more than $10.00 worth of property and 
money; that if defendant would marry her 
she would give him one-half of this at 
once and at her death he could have it a!l. 
That by these and other devices and rep- 
resentations plaintiff (the presynt Mrs. 
Jahn) moved the defendant to go with her, 
first to Osceola, where she failed to get 
a license and then to Fort Dcdge, where the 
ceremony was performed. as before ad- 
mitted, the plaintiff paving all the ex- 
penses. including the license and wedding 
fee, the railwav and hotel bills. sending 
defendant out to the farm first that it 
might be suspected that hey had been away 
together.”’ 


Married Bliss 
Lasted Ten Days. 
Jahn claims that their married bliss last- 


ed for just ten days, from July 5th of last 
year to July 15th when his wife’s sons and 
son-in-law set upon him, beat him up and 
drove him from the premises. That was 
bad enough but now his wife sues him for 
divorce saying he refuses to support her 
when she has thousands in money and he 
cannot even get to her for the grown-up 
children. 

So Jahn contests the divorce application 
and asks the court to give him alimony 
and make his wife divide her property «ich 
him as she promised to do before they 
were wed: for in an affidavit filed this 
week he continues his claims for alimony 
by saying: 

“And also by reason of promises made 
to me by her before our marriage, in con- 
sideration of such marriage and as an in- 
ducement to me to consent to marry her, 
and I consented to marry her only after 
these promises had been made and with full 
expectation that they would be fulfilled. 
These promises were backed by the rep- 
resentation by her that she was worth 
more than $10,000 with plenty of money 
in the bank. Said promises being that 
she would give me $300 as soon as we were 
married and one-half of her property and 
that I should have it all at her death; 
that plaintiff has never given me the $300 
as promised or any part of the property 
as promised.

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A MAN FROM WEST 


SECURES W. C. BROWN FOR NEW 
YORK CENTRAL K.ILROAD. 


HE BEGAN AS WOODCHOPPER 


How Son of Poor Baptist Minister Be- 
came Best All-Around Railroad 
Operator in West. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. - 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—William Carlos 
Brown, the man from the West, who has 
come to be the third vice-president of the 
New York Central Railroad, has taken 
hold of his new duties with characteristic 
vim and is actively directing the practi- 
cal workings of the big railroad. 

Mr. Brown is the son of a Baptist mis- 
Sionary and pioneer in the West and 
Northwest, who died recently at the age 


of 9) years. 

Mr. Brown is really a New Yorker, for 
he was born in Herkimer County. fifty- 
three years ago. He was taken to Iuwa 
territory by his parents when 4 years 
old, and was reared in the frontier coun- 
try. Although noted for his genaiity and 
consideration, he has equal repute as a disci- 
pilnarian, 

In taking him from the Lake Shore road, 
to have charge of the engineering, mechnani- 
cal, transportation and purchasing depart- 
ments of the New York Central, the Van- 
derbilts have selected the most experienced 
ail-around raiiroad man that the West has 
rroduced in a decade. He Is not thefreti- 
cal; he is practical. He has been practical 
ever since he began chopping wood for fuel 
for the Milwaukee & St. Paul 37 years ago. 
He was then 16 years of age. During one 
b.iizzardy northwestern witmter he cut wood, 
loaded if on engines and occasionally 
worked on a section. To his intimates. Mr. 
Brown occasionally speaks of his early days 
on the St. Paul and the struggle he had in 
ee a footing. 

In his.leisure hours he pursued special 
Studies, and in odd moments took up 
telegraphing. With his finger on a key, 
he early learned the vaiue of accuracy. 
“Working a wire’ came natural to him, #0 
after struggling along*the line for three 
years as a borer he entered the train- 
dispatcher’s office of the St. Paul in Min- 
neapolis road as night operator. * He quick- 
ly picked up the intricacies of train dis- 
patching. Years later, when general man- 
ager of. the Burlington road, he would en- 
ter telegraph offices of the system, call up 
the generai train-dispatcher, and would in 
a few minutes have trace of every im- 
portant train, finding out personally about 
“lost time.”’ 

Mr. Brown developed into a most expert 
train dispatcher and made many improve- 
ments in the work. From the St. Paul he 
went to the Illinois Central as train dis- 
patcher, then to the Rock Island as chief 
train dispatcher. In June, 1876, he was 
chief train dispatcher of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy road and with that sy8- 
tem he put in % yeats of active service, 

The successoré of the James boys were 
then making it lively for raliroad men. 
A man with a bad record called on Mr. 
Brown one day and told him that a Bur- 
lington train leaving St. Joseph late that 
night for Kansas City was to be held up. 
That evening as he picked up the receiver 
of a*telephone in his home he heard voices 
and the number of the train mentioned. 
He learned that a rough man in a drug 
store had called ‘up the Burlington office 
and made inquiries that were suspicious. 

He instantly ordered out a specia train, 
filled it with deputy marshals, puiled down 
the curtains and started out on the time 
of the train that was to be held up. Six 
men stopped the “dummy. There was @ 
battle. wo bandits were killed, two bad- 
ly wounded and the rest were captured. 

Mr. Brown was popular with all the em- 
pioyes of the Burlington system and could 
call most of them by name. Climbing the 
ladder from chief train despatcher to as- 
sistant division superintendent, general 
manager of the Missouri lines, and finally, 
n 896, general manager of the whole sys- 
tem, he could do anything from running 
a handcar or locomotive to controlling the 
vast traffic operations of the system.

STATE SAFELY DEMOCRATIC 


REPUBLICANS MAY GAIN LEGIS- 
LATORS IN 8T. LOUIS. 


Forecast of the November Election 
Next Year in the State Furnished 
by Former Secretary of State 
Mike McGrath. 


The state election in Missouri for mem- 
bers of the Legislatute will be held in No- 
vember, 1902. Although so far in the future 
both parties are already making claims and 
preparing for the contest. The following 
forecast has been furnished by Hon. Mike 
McGrath, former secretary of state: 

The next Legislature will consist of 176 
members—34 senators and 142 representa- 
tives, an increase of two members. Tne 


Legisiature of 1901 was composed of 113 
Democrats and tl Republicans, and that of 
1899 of 107 Democrats and 6; Republicans, 
or 174 members. 

In 19uzZ 1/ senators and 142 representatives 
are eiected. The even number senatoria! 
districts elect this year. Of the 17 hoidover 
senators 12 are Democrats and five Re- 
publicans. In the 17 districts to elect is 
inciuded the Joplin district, which although 
really Democratic, may be lost to the party 
by reason of local Democratic differences, 
as happened in the Democratic county of 
Jackson in 1900, now represented by two 
holdover Republican senators. Twelve of 
these districts are rellably Democratic and 
sure to elect 12 Democratic senators. The 
Springfield district, which elects this time, 
is by thé new apportionment Democratic by 
a very safe majority, and the Fourth, or 
Iowa district, is more surely Republican. 
There are three senators to be elected in 
the city of St. Louis, in districts designed 
to be Republican. In one of these districts 
the Democrats have more than a chance; 
another may, by an aggressive fight and a 
good candidate, be carried by them. Givin 
the Republicans the benefit of all doubt an 
throwing the Joplin district and all the 
St. Louis districts to them, the Senate 
would stand 24 Democrats and 10 Repub- 
licans in 1903. 


Sixty Counties 
Solidly Democratic. 
In the state, outside of the counties of 
Buchanan, Jackson, Jasper and the city of 


St. Louis, there are 63 counties solidly 
Democratic. Each one of these 63 counties 
elect one representative to the House, or 63 
in all. This number of representatives 
alone, added to the 24 Democratic senators, 
gives the Democrats 87 members, or with- 
in two of a majority of the legislature. The 
Third representative district of the city of 
St. Louis, Democratic by over 5000 major- 
ity, elects three members. These three, 
added to the 87, give the Democrats 9% 
members, or four more than the Republic- 
ans, on joint ballot. Two districts in Buch- 
anan County, three districts in Jackson 
County and two districts in Jasper Coun- 
ty, electing seven members and_ safely 
Democratic, are not included in this com- 
putation. 

In the state there are 27 counties as nor- 
mally Republican as the 63 counties re- 
ferrel to are Democratic. Each of these 
counties elect one representative. or 27 in 
all. To this number may be added Buch- 
anan, 1; Greene, 1; Jackson, 2, and the 
city of St. Louis 13, making in all 44 Re- 
sublican representatives. ne of the St. 

uis city districts, electing two repre- 
sentatives, is not safely Republican, but is 
here counted that way. 

ere are 22 counties known as close 
counties. These elect 22 representatives, or 
one each. To these may be added. three 
other districts; each e'ectirg one representa- 
tive, namely: Buchanan, 1; Jackson, 1, and 
Jasper 1, making in all ob doubtful, or close 
representative districts. These 22 coun- 
ties in 1898 clected nine Democrats and 13 
Republicans, and in 1900 13 Democrats and 
is Republicans to the House.

Fetween the Rio Grande and the Missis- 
sipp! it Is the largest enterprise of its kind, 
and if its fufiire is to be judged by its 
past, it is destined to set a high water 
mark; not only in this state, but through- 
out the country for the raising and devel- 
oping of high-class thoroughbreds. 

Woodlands is now in the grip of winter. 
Icicles hang from its cornices and gables 
in fantastic forms, and the “beautiful” is 
a foot deep on the level over its lawns and 
meadows.

Others Declare That a Smaller Well 
Should Satisfy an Ordinary In- 
dividual, Even if the Big 
One Is Practicable. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BEAUMONT, Tex., Feb. 22.—The work 
ef boring a well that will spout every 24 
hours enough petroleum to fill six oil tank 
steamers of the size of the mammoth 60,- 
000-barrel capacity ships Strumbus and 
Cardium will soon be under way on Spindle 
Top. 

The order for the derrick, lumber and 
rigging has already been given and drill- 
ings will begin shortly. 

This will be a 12-inch well, which when 
duly brought in and opened will spout at 


the rate of 360.000 barrels every 24 hours, 
315.900 barrels every hour, 250 barrels every 
minute and four and one-sixth barrels ev- 
cry second. 

If allowed to spout at its full capacity, 
it would fill nine of the mammoth 37 500- 
barrel capscity steel tanks of the HI gzins 
or Santa Fe company every 24 hours, and 
then, before its day’s work was ended, 
would spout 19.000 barrels more, or enough 
to fill half a dozen of the smaller tanks 
which are scattered about Spindle Top. 


Its Output 

Would Be Tremendous. 

Tts daily output would be sufficient to load 
2182 tank cars, and these cars, placed in 


1044 trains of approximately 20 cars each, 
would cover, with their engines, tenders 
and cabooses, 18 miles of railroad track. 

This 12-inch well will have .two and one- 
quarter times the capacity of the largest 
well nov °n the hill—a 9-inch monster that 
stands ~»ped and locked awa‘tirg the 
completic: ef tanks and ipes through 
which it may gush its wealth of petroleum 
toward the markets of the world. 

It will have four times the capacity of the 
6-inch pioneer well—the famous. Lucas 
gusher, whose spouting column caught the 
attention of the world 13 months ago. 

It will have the power to throw out. everv 
day, twice as much oil as the 180 000 barrels 
that is given as the total daily capacity of 
the famous Russian flelds. 


There Is Much 
Difference of Opinion. 

There is much difference of opinion among 
engineers and oil well owners as to the 
practicability and business wisdom of bor- 
ing so large a well, and the venture is re- 
garded as a most important experiment. 

of the engineers contend that 
will be difficult, if not itm- 
possible, to send a 12-inch casing 
down to the depth of 1025 or 1050 feet, to 
which place it must be sunk before the oil 
stratum is reached. They argue that the 
power necessary to turn so large a pipe 
at so great a depth will most likely result 
in twisting off-the pipe. 

The arguments of the skeptical investors 
in and’managers of oil wells are along lines 
wholly different from those which dis- 
-tinguish the arguments of the engineers. 
They cont’nd that a 6-inch well will give 
aS great a flow as can be marketed—say In 
the neighborhood of 100.000 barrels, or ap- 
proximately, 600 tankcar toads a day—and 
that the. surplus dally capacity of 160.00u 
barrels will be non-productive of revenue. 

But both engineers and investors who 
argue against the practicability of a 12-inch 
well are disputed by the contractors and 
financial backers of the 12-inch project. as 
well as by disinterested experts. They 
contend that there !s nothing hapracticable 
in sinking a 12-inch pipe to the requiretl 
depth. as there is only 130 feet of rock, in- 
cluding 50 feet of cap rock, to go through. 
Clay. sand and gravel comprise the re- 
mainder of the strata that have to be pen- 
otrated. 

As to the business wisdom of the project, 
they contend that there is no reason why 
a capacity of 360,000 barrels a day is not a 
better asset than one of only 100,000 barrels. 


Practicable, 
but Not Necessary. 

Mr. Patillo Higgins, the man whose faith 
and perseverance led to the final discovery 
of oil here, and whose opinion on prevaiiing 
geological, practical and commercial mat- 


ters in their relation to ofl are seldom 
questioned, thinks the 12-inch monster will] 

@ success in so far as the mere act of 
sinking it is concerned. But he holds that 
a 4-inch well is large enough for al! prac- 
tical purposes. 

“I gee no reason why a 12-inch well should 
not be successfully sunk,"’ said Mr. Higg'ns 
to the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘Engineers ought to 
be a ble to bore a hole that big, for the 
drilling is easy, except for a very small 

rt of the way. I think they can bore this 
2-inch well with little more effort or danger 
than accompanies the boring of a 6-inch 

or &-inch one. 
- “But I don’t see what they want with 
such a big well. It strikes me that a four- 
inch stream, coming with the velocity that 
distinguishes the Spind'etop gusher, is 
quite enough and the west size. It wi! 
Spout 40.000 barrels of oil a day. This is 
more than a big tank full; {t {ts two- 
thirds the capacity of the larvest tan 
steamer, and it is enough to load 240 tank 
cars. And that is more oll than any one 
company, in the present condition cf trans. 
portation eget, aa send to market.”’

| “WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Today, for the 


first time in the history of the Unitea 
States Senate, two senators clinched in 
combat on the floor of the chamber. 

Senators Tillman and McLaurin of South 
Carolina struck and fought as two brawlers 
might do in a saloon. 

The “lie’’ passed from McLaurin’s lips, 
and in a flash Tillman was upon him and 
the combat was on. 

So fierce was the hatred of the combat- 
ants that they were torn apart with dif- 
ficulty by senators near them and arrested 
by the sergeant-at-arms. 

Tillman's nose was bleeding and Mc- 
Laurin’s forehead presented a large welt of 
fiery redness. This seemed to sum up the 
physical damage. 

This fist fight on the floor of the Senate 
chamber broke all precedents and outraged 
the dignity of the most august body in the 
world It was witnessed by fully 600 per- 
sons in the galleries. 

When order was restored the Senate went 
into executive session and adopted a reso- 
lution declaring both South Carolina sen- 
ators in contempt of the Senate. 


PRESENT STATUS 
OF THE TWO MEN. 


After open session was resumed by, a 
vote both were allowed to make state- 
ments, in which both apologized for their 
actions. But the Senate took no further 
action. The resolution refers the matter 
to the committee on privileges and eléc- 
tions and is stil). in operation, and until the 
committee is discharged or the Senate re- 
lieves the South Carolina senators of the 
contempt they must remain silent in the 
Senate. 

This is the Judgment of all senators who 
have considered the question and the pre- 
siding officer, it is said, wili refuse to rec- 
ognize their right to participate in the pro- 
ceedings until the order of contempt is va- 
cated.

Foraker, but said he thought the action 
of the Senate should be more explicit than 
contemplated by the resolution, He there- 
fore moved to amend it by ordering that 
the two senators from South Carolina be 
declared in contempt by the Senate for 
disorderly conduct and speech in its pres- 
ence and that both should be taken in 
custody. _In support of this amendment 
Lhe said that any court or any other par- 
liatentary body would commit men for $0 
grave am offense against its dignity to 
tawait its’ judgment.

burden, e’en though the risk of bearing it for two years 
more were to me very serious. But I see no present indi- 
cation of that kind; my comrades are nearly all as soundly 
asleep in the breastworks as they have been, lo, these 
many years, sleeping a sleep from which, I think, nothing 
but the thunder of the judgment day will awaken them; 
and if one of them now and then rolls over and rubs his 
eyes and exhorts me to go ahead and make my charge upon 
the battery, I am not, perhaps, greatly moved by the ex- 
hortations and do not feel quite clear that in such an enter- 
prise I should not be throwing away my life. At any rate I

GULD FLOATED IN 
SMOKE Or SMELTER 


AMERICAN COMPANY SAVES 
$50,000 YEARLY BY DIS- 
COVERY. 


CATCHES SOOT WITH CLOTHS 


For Twenty Years, However, These 
Riches Were Spent in Air With- 
out Concern’s Knowledge. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 22.—Two years ago, 
while workmen were making repairs on 
the roof of a building in the Omaha piant 
of the American Smelter and Refining 
Company, they were amazed to find the 
shingles and boards covered with atoms of 
metal. 

Une of the boards was taken to the as- 
Sayer, who burned it, retorting the ashes 
and imparted the startling information that 
the metal was composed of goid, silver, 
lead and copper. 

Other boards were burned with like re- 
Sults, and the mystery grew more perplex- 
ing. Finally some one standing on the roof 
of the building had occasion to brush from 
his coat sleeves pieces of metal which were 
dropping from the great rolling clouds of 
smoke and gas emerging from the pliant 
Stacks near by. 

Sheets of common cheese cloth cut to fit 
the interior of the stacks were prepared. 
Through their center were cut holes large 
enough to allow the necessary free draught. 
They were fastened at various heights in 
the stacks and allowed to remain in posi- 
tion for several weeks. When removed and 
subjected to treatment the chemist pro- 
duced gold, silver, copper and lead worth 
hundreds of dollars. 

More cheesecloth catchers were inserted 


In the smokestacks, a few feet apart, one} 


above the other, from the base to the 
crown; a semi-circular steel house was 
built, extending from the furnaces to the 
base of the stacks, a blower was piaced in 
position to cool and force the smoke and 
_ through the steel house and up the 
ues. In its passage the smoke deposited 
in the steel house hundreds of pounds of 
grime, which was allowed to gather and 
pack for six months. That of the grime 
which managed to travel through the cir- 
cular house and reach the flues was caught 
by the cheesecloth, a very small portion, 
practically, escaping to the outside. 

When the steel house became filled with 
packed soot—highly inflammable—the mass 
was touched off with a common match and 
allowed to burn for several days, after 
which it was found that there still re- 
mained in the inclosure many tons of a 
peculiar dead-looking cinder, hard and 
worthless in appearance. This cinder was 
run through the furnace, receiving treat- 
ment in the same manner as the orig'nal 
ores, and readily ylelded its precious 
wealth. 

During January the Omaha pane gath- 
ered a six months’ smoke-house and, 
cheesecloth harvest,’’ receiving 500 tons of 
cinder, which vielded more than $25,000. 

Fifty thousand dollars per year scattered 
over Omaha in smoke! That’s what it has 
amounted to for twenty years.

FIRST TO LAND ON THE LAST 
“UNKNOWN” CONTINENT. 


IT IS SOUTH VICTORIA LAND 


Explorer Borchgrevink Touched Shore 
of an Island Twice the Size 
of Europe. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—G. E. Borchgre- 
vink, the Antarctic explorer, who has re- 
cently visited points further sounth then 
any other known man, has arrived here on 
the Etruria. 

Mr. Borchgrevink was the first to land 
on the “large continent’’ near the South 
Pole, perhaps the last ‘“unknown’”’ conténent 
the foot of man wil] ever have the chance 


to touch. 

“As explorer of the Southern Cross expe- 
dition, known as the British Antarctic Ex- 
pedition, which was out 20 months,” said 
the South Polar travelér, “I was the first 
to set foot on South Victoria Land, whieh 
was seen in 1841 from Sir James Ross’ two 
ships, the Erberus and the Terror. 

“It is remarkable that nobody had done 
this before. The difficulties are very great. 
I had 31 men, of whom three died. took 
out 90 sledge dogs, of which I took k to 
New Zealand 60, and some of the dogs are 
going south again. 

“Two objects accomplished were the dis- 
covery of more than 10 new species of fish 
and the locating of the south magnetic 
pole in the latitude of approximately 73 de- 
grees south. ' 

“The furthest point south I reached was 
38 degrees SO minutes, with sledges on to 
of the great icé barrier, the edge of whic 
had, up to my time, been considered the 
limit for human progress south. 

“Although I ho.d the record, I do not be- 
lieve in record hunting, but in scientific in- 
vestigation, such as magnetic work and ob- 
servations. South Victoria Land covers 8,- 
000,000 square miles, being twice the s.ze 
ef Europe. : 

“Two thousand miles uth of Australia, 
in latitude 71.18, about ngitude 17 east, 
I established Camp Ri , named for my 
mother, who was an Eng.ish woman. M 
father was a Norwegi barrister, and 
was born in Christiania. 

“The camp consisted of a hut 15x15 feet 
and 8 feet high, which was covered for 
warmth with 10 feet of snow. Ten men 
slept in the hut. July 27, the day or 
the return of the sun, this photograph wa- 
taken, showing the union jack which the 
Duke of York presented to the expedition. 

“At the foot of the. Terror voicano, which 
I believe to be active, as Erberus is active, 
Capt. Jensen, my sailing master, and my- 
self almost tost our lives. Lieut. Culbeck, 
one of my magnetic observers, with two 
men and a camera, had put out from the 
bark Southérn Cross to row to the beach. 

“The glacier to the westward gave birth 
to an iceberg weighing millions of tons of 
ice and snow. The waiers of the An arctic 
Ocean dashed far up the side of the ice 
barrier, submerging us, but receding in 
time to save our lives. The boat was near- 
ly swamped. 

“Southern ‘latitudes are relatively much 
older than northern latitudes. At Trom- 
soe, In Norway. tn about 71 nor h, trees

measure of responsibility for all that they 
propose to do. j 

One simple, obvious fact as to the Phil- 
ippines siares us in the face; they are ours, 
acquired by conquest of arms and by trea- 
ty, bought and paid for; as much ours as 
Louisiana and New Mexico and California, 
as Porto Rico and Hawail. That we should 
abruptiy pull up and come away, sacri- 
ficing all our rights and outlay and leav- 
ing the archipe.ago to its fate would be a 
breach of trust in statesmanship, a failure 
of duty alike to ourselves and to the Fili- 
pinos. Chaos would probably ensue, Cer- 
tainly Eurcpean dickering and Asiatic com- 

lication, more or less corrupt &nd corrupt- 
ng, and thoroughly hurtful both to our 
national credit and influence and to our 
material interests. -Wise men do not s0 
handle great affairs involving Sen proper- 
ties and opportunities. Even if we are ui- 
timaiely to give up the Fuliuppines, we 
must substitute for the existing po.itical 
conditions some tangible and efficient gov- 
ernment in sympathy with the American 
system, retaining whatever may be need- 
ful to our standing in that part of the 
world as a naval and military power, [or 
all the world is tending toward the South- 
ern Seas, and a century hence the activi- 
ties of the Atlantic are likely in large 
measure to be transferred to the Pacific. 

These are considerations which no real 
statesman can afford or will be willing to 
leave out of sight. But no treaty rights and 
no price paid should be made the basis of a 
c.aim that we must set up a permanent 
government of force in these far-away is- 
lands. If we can not dispose of them as we 
disposed of the territories bought of France 
and acquired by Mexico, then we must 
seek some finality consonant with our pre- 
tensions to liberty and free institutivns; 
because nothing is surer than that mart.al 
law operating through the one-man puwer— 
as it must operate—and applied to the Pnil- 
ippines will be the precursor of the compiete 
dcaradation of all our preconccived ideais at 
home. This is imperialism with all that im- 
perialism implies, and on that point not 
merely every American calling himself a 
Democrat, but every Republican priding 
himself on being an American, should agree 
heart and soul. 

We have a plain line to stand on, to fight 
en. and should not depart or be driven 
from it. Every excess, every extreme, plays 
into Republican hands. Democrats need to 

ard themselves against both. Nay, more, 
they ought to punish the individual offender, 
who; to gain a little cheap notoriety, de- 
livers utterances which the Repub icans 
find it profitable to circulate as campai.n 
documents.

RE THE HOTEL 


Park: Avenue’s Manager 
Makes Startling Statement 
to the Coroner, 


“ROBBERS ON EVERY FLOOR” 


VALISES RIPPED WITH ENIVES 
AND. DEAD LOOTED, HE SAYS. 


There Were No Fire Escapes and Fire 
Hose on the Premises Because the 
“Building Was Absolutely 
Fireproof.” 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—As stated in a 
dispatch to the Post-Dispatch today, there 
is little or no excuse for loss of life or 
property in the hotel. 

The management banked on the building 
being fireproof and did nothing until it was 
too late. The hotel had no outside fire es- 
capes, no fire hose and no rope escapes. 
The proprietor, Frederick A. Reed, admit- 
ted the fact and added: “Because the 
building was fireproof, such appliances 
were unnecessary.’’ 

A vigorous investigation into the charges 
of negligence against the hotel manage- 
ment is being made. If the charges can 
be substantiated, an effort will be made to 
secure indictments of those responsible for 
the loss of life. 

In a sworn statement to the coroner, Mr. 
Reed says the fire was started by incen- 
diaries for the purpose of loot. The as- 
sistant district attorney, In-an investiga- 
tion this afternoon, discovered that the 
sparks from the fire in the armory evt- 
dently set fire to the cupola on the east 
end of the hotel long before the fact was 
discovered by the hotel management. He 
believes that a burning brand dropped down 
through the elevator shaft and started a 
blaze in the basement. 

Mr. Reed says the fire in the hotel started 
‘{n the bottom of the elevator shaft, that 
the persons who started it turned off the 
gas on the fourth, fifth and sixth floors, 
that valises in the rooms were ripped open 
with knives, and that in at least one in- 
stance a man was seen robbing the body 
of a dead guest. | 

Fire Chief roker bitterly denounced the 
conditions of the hotel as to fire appliances. 

“Had there been proper fire appliances 
fin the hotel,’’ he said, ‘“‘the fire could have 
been put out by the guests themselves. An 
investigation proved that not a single line 
of hose nor a single standpipe was in the 
Park Avenue Hotel.” 

The fire in the hotel was separate and 
distinct from that in the armory. The ho- 
tel did not catch fire from the armory. It 
started in the basement and _ = spread 
through the elevator shaft to the upper 


THIRTEEN PERISHED IN FIRE 


Park Avenue Disaster Was Third Big 
Tragedy of the District Since 
New Year’s. 


NEW YORK, Feb . 22.—For the third time 
since New Year’s day Park avenue, this 
city, was the scene of loss of human life. 

First there was the collision in the New 
York Central tunnel at Fifty-sixth street 
and Park avenue, second was the dynamite 
explosion In the rapid transit subway at 
Forty-first street, and the third, today, was 
a fire which started in the Seventy-First 
Regiment armory at Thirty-third street and 
then spread to the Park Avenue Hotel,

THRILLING ESCAPE OF JANITOR. 
The fire in the armory started on the thira 
floor on the Thirty-third street side, where 


there was a tier of rooms occupied by dif- 
ferent companies of the regiment. 

Within five minutes the whole structure 
was beyond saving, and 10 minutes later the 
roof fell in with a terrific crash. 

There was no one tin the armory at the 
time, except a janitor, and his family. 
They escaped by, golng through a scuitile 
hole In the roof, and thence along the bat- 
tlements on the Thirty-fourth street side 
to safety on the roofs of houses to the 
east. 

This passage was atterded hv mich dan- 
ger owing to the icy condition of the roof. 

Six alarms were turned in for the fire, 
but, In spite of the quick response, the 
srmory was soon doomed to retion. 
The prevailing gale made it impossible to 
check the flames. 

Several hundred pounds of ammunition 
stored in the tower of the armory de « | 
in a series of minor explosions. partially 
wrecking the portion of the wails near 
which it was stored. This added terror and 
caused fear of greater explosions to those 
who were fighting the flames. 

It was not until almost 3 o’clock that the 
flames were discovered in the Park Avenue 
Hotel, digectly across from the armory. 
Manager R of the hotel had been on 
the roof watching the fire in the armory 
with guests from the hotel. He had (e- 
scended to the first floor and was standing, 
talking to a guest, when a burst of flames 
came up through the elevator shaft. 


LIGHTS OUT IN THE HOTEL. 
Immediately he ordered his men to g0 


through the hotel to give the alarm. The 
lights almost immediately went out, and 
the hotel corridors were in darkness. The 
tlames leaped up through the elevator shaft 
and semed to gather around the fifth and 
sixth floors, filling the halls with dense 
smoke and making exit by means of the 
stairways almost impossible. 

Manager Reed ran up to the fourth floor 
and there entered the elevator, which was 


descending. He alighted at the first fifioor 
and soon after the elevator was a wreck. 

Various opinions were given as to the 
origin of the fire in the hotel. The man- 
ager says it was incendiary. Others hold 


‘that the fire originated from sparks from, 


the burning armory building, swept by the 
wind in the direction of the hotel, descend- 
ire the airvhaft, which was directly along- 
side the elevator and igniting the debris 
which was piled up in the basement and 
near the elevator shaft. 

The iden of incendiary origin is scouted 
by guests of the hotel and by Fire Chief 
Croker. Another theory is that the fire 
started on the fifth or sixth floors and 
thus resulted in the damage to these floors 
more than to any other portion of the 
bullding. The theory advanced by the maj- 
ority as to the airshaft is confirmed py 
many of the fire captains. 

The flames mounted rapidly and the fire 
extinguishers made little impression. The 
guests on the fifth and sixth floors had 
been aroused and those who had not lost 
their heads started for the stairways. clad 
only {n wrappers and some with only sheets 
thrown over them. 

Scores of persons were taken from the 
windows of the third, fourth and (fifth 
floors of the house by firemen and by po- 
lice, many of the rescued being made hys- 
ercal fright. 


WOMAN LEAPED TO DEATH. 
At the windows on the Park avenue side 


of the hotel many persons appeared. Wom- 
en were screaming frantically for help. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bradiey. guests of the ho- 
tel, who were to depart today on the trans- 
port McClellan for Manila, appeared at a 
fifth floor window on the Thirty-third street 
side. screaming loudly.

There he was met by two elderly women, 
who were trving to find means of escape 
for themselves. With his assistance the two 
women were led to safety and he himself 
escaped only finally to fall over in a dazed 
ccndition in the corridor of the hotel. 

A pitiful sight was that of Mrs. Piper, 
whese husband, Col. A exander M. Piper, 
was found burned to death near the eie- 
vator shaft. Shs mahaged to escape and 
was taken by friends to a private residence, 
enly partially clad. She was not informed 
of the death of her husband, as it was 
feared that the shock would kill her. 

One of the saddest incidents of the fire 
was the death of Mrs. Salome Foster, the 
“Tombs Angel,’ who for 15 years had done 
service tn behalf of female prisoners in the 
Tombs and other city prisons. Mrs. Foster 
vas the widow of John W. Foster and had 
lived for the last five years at the Park 
Avenue Hotel. Her income, which was at 
one time considered large, was for the most 
part expended upon the deserving poer. 


GUEST DESCRIBES THE SCENE. 

S. S. Granger of Seattle, Wash., who had 
been a guest at the hotel for three days, 
has this to say of the fire: 

“I was in a room on the second floor, 
front, faeing Park avenue. About 1:30 
o’clock I was awakened by the noise and 
excitement that attended the burning ar- 
mory. Il went down into the hail and: met 
a man hastening through the corridors. He 
said to me, without my asking a question: 
‘Don’t worry this hotel is fireproof. There 
is no danger.’ 

“ "There is always danger,’ I said. ‘I lost 
my wife 10 years ago by fire in a Nebraska 
hotel, and I am going out as fast as I 
can,’ 

“I went to my room and gathered a few 
things together. The fire in the armory at 
that time was being extinguish d and the 
danger becoming less. I remained in my 
room for over an hour and then I hastened 
downstairs. Scon afterwards the flames 
were discovered in the hotel. There was 
no notification and no rapping by any of 
the hotel emnlovyes that T heard ”’

RS. JEFFERSON DAVIS, widow of the president of the Southern 
Confederacy, has cffered to sell the family place on the Gulf of Mexico 
to the state of Mississippi for use as a home for Confederate soldiers. 

Beauvoir, the home of the Davis family when the leader of the Confederacy 
died, is an isolated but beautiful country place of the South. It is 76 miles east of 
New Orleans, and overlooks the Gulf of Mexico from that high shore which has 
made the guli coast of Mississippi anc? Alabama a place beautiful for the view it 
commands of the sea. There is a typical frame house of the South at Beauvoir, 
with the guest houses and slave quarters around it and verandas running its entire 
length. There is a front yard grove of sweet honey locusts and a reinforcement of 
acacias and magnolias—surely a place of which it is easy soothsaying to say it has 
charms to soothe the old soldier who fought for the lost cause. 

Disposition of the home of Jefferson Davis has been a matter of many reports 
im recent years. A private corporation was reported to have offered $95,000 for 
it for the purpose of establishing there a Confederate museum in connection with 
‘& gulf shore hotel. Subsequently it was said Mrs. Davis had offered to sell it 


for $25,000. Now it is known that she has, indeed, offered to dispose of it, but 


-gnly to the state of Mississippi, with the condition that it be maintained as a

HALL Beauvoir House, the last home 

S of Jefferson Davis, and in the his- 

toric shadows of which the president 

of the fallen Confederacy wrote his justifi- 

cation of the Lost Cause, become a home 

for the indigent soldiers of Mississippi who 
followed his leadership? 

This is the question that is agitating the 
Mississippi legislature Mrs. Davis, through 
Mrs. Kimbrough of Greenwood, a close per- 
sonal friend and a prominent member of 
the Mississippi chapter of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy, has offered the famous 
house and estate to the state for $10,000. 
Mrs. Kimbaugh appeared before a joint 
meeting of the upper and lower houses of 
the legislature and read a letter in which 
Mrs. Davis #tated that Beauvoir had be- 
come a financial burden to her, and that 
she desired to dispose of it to the com- 
monwealth which is so rich with memories 
of her dead husband. 

Mrs. Davis orce refused an offer of $35,- 
000 for the estate from a syndicate which 
desired to erect a summer hotel adjacent to 
Beauvoir House, which, according to the

because of the romance clustering about it, 
can be sold any day to individuals for five 
times the sum asked for it from the state. 
But Mrs. Davis has repeatedly declared 
that she will sell only to Mississippi and 
that Beauvoir shall not pass into private 
hands as long as she ts able to hold it. 
Heretofore, the consideration asked by her 
has been $25,000. Her offer to accept $10,- 
000 is interpreted here as an indication that 
her desire for the state to acquire the 
property, even at a great sacrifice to her, 's 
growing with her years, as well as that 
her financial condition has become such as 
to make the sale advisable, 


The Legisiature has not taken any action 
on the Beauvoir proposition. Although: a 
bill appropriating $25,000 for a home for 
Confederate soldiers is before it, Beauvoir 
has not been mentioned. This bill has 
passed the Senate and has been sent to 
the House, where no action has yet been 
taken. If the House should accept it, a 
commission to establish the home -would be 
appointed by the governor. Thére would be 
no dolbt of the course of this committee. 
It would select Beauvoir. All the mem- 
bers of both hcuses of the Lagisjature un- 
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Strange to say, the only opposition that 
has developed against the measure comes 
from old Confederates, who say, in the 
language of Col. Hardin H. Brooks, one 
of their leaders, that “every man who 
fought for the Confederacy can always 
find friends enough in the South to keep 
him from the humiliation of becoming a 
public charge, if he will but make his 
wants known.” 

According to Col. Brooks the Confederate 
soldier, who is ever a hero in Mississippl, 
resents the inference involved in the es- 
tablishment of a home that his people are 
neglecting him. 

“The establishment of a Confederate sol- 
diers "home would be a direct slander on 
the hospitality of the generous people of 
this state,’ he says. 

The bill making an appropriation for the 
home was passed by an almost unanimous 
vote in the senate, which is composed 
largely of men who were too young to 
take part in the civil war or have been 
bern since the surrender of Lee. But it 
is generally conceded that a stormy passage 
awaits the measure in the house of repre- 
sentatives, which is composed largely of 
old Confederates. The friends of the mea- 
sure are working diligently, therefore, to 
create a sentiment that will overcome the 
hestility of the old Confederates. The 
leaders in this task are the members of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy, who 
started the agitation for the establishment 
of the home several years ago, and who 
have been trying vainly since to induce 
the state to assist them. They conceived 
the idea of fixing upon Beauvoir as the 
property for the home, and secured from 
Mrs, Davis her conrent to offer it to the 
state, believing that the southern soldiers’ 
sense of chivalry towards his chieftain's 
widow would influence nim to subordinate 
his pride and judgment to it to remember 
and honor her. 

The position of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy has been that a home for the In- 
rer se soldiers of the Lost Cause shvuld 

estahlished in Mizuissippi, but they hav 
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Any place Is sultable if the funds ‘ca. be 
procured. Beauvcoir was a secondary 
thought and has never been approved of- 
ficilally by the organizations. However, its 
leading members advocate it, and the pub- 
lic understands that Beauvoir is the place 
upon which the sovtety’s purpose is fixed. 

Appreciating the strength of the opposi- 
tion against the home movement, and fear- 
ing that the mere fact that Beauvoir would 
be selected as a location might not insure 
the passage of the appropriation bill, the 
frends of the measure conceived the idea 
of inducing the legislature to extend Mrs. 
Davis an Invitation to visit Jackson, know. 
ing that she would accept. Thus a renew- 
ing of old acquaintances would be added to 
the influences already at work. 

Mrs. Davis, as her friends anticipated, 
went to Jackson in respouse to the legisla- 
ture's invitation. She was received at the 
station by committees of the house and 
senate, Col. Hardin H. Brooks being chair- 
man of the former, and Capt. F. E. Noel 
leading the latter. She was entertained 
at the mansion of Gen, A. H. Longins, who 
ig an ardent supporter of the home move- 
ment. Mrs. Davis was given a public re- 
ception by the legislature in the hall of 
the house of representatives. She occupied 
the speaker's chair, over which hangs a 
fine oil painting of her husband. In the 
same hall, 53 years before, her husband was 
first declared to have been elected Senator 
of the linited States, in which office he 
gerved until his state government announc- 
ed its withdrawal from the union. 

The demonstration of public affection. to- 
gether with the memories of the scene, 
overcame her, and she waa only able to 
express by the cordiality of her manner 
her deep sense of appreciation of the hon- 
or the state, in which Mr. Davis scored 
his greatest triumphs, had upon 
her. She grasped the hands of all the 
members of the legislature, but, during her 
entire visit, not one word was

Mississippi river at Alton, Il. 

The St. Louis company which cuts the 
ice at Alton always takes the precaution 
to stake {ts claim. The river is no more 
than frozen before the claim agent, sticks 
and cards in hand, hurries out on the ice 
and posts his signs “where all men may 
read. 


The ice field at Alton is perhaps the best 
in the Mississippi Valley.. The river engin- 
eers have made it so by building a great 
dike to throw the current over to the Alton 
wharf. The water behind this dike is pro- 
tected from swift waters and ice flogs by 
this dike, and the result is a great field of 
smooth and beautifu) ice stretching a mile 
east and west and almost a third of a mile 
north and south. Wpon this splendid field, 
where the ice of the clearest big river in 
the world is so translucent a fish may be 
seen under more than a foot of it, the ice, 
harvesters work with borses, viows and 
with all the appearance of a great many 


harvesters out in a wheat field. The ice 
this year has been as thick as 20 inches, and 
even where it has been cut a second time 
it has been a foot thick at the second cut-

Ice is cut in the Alton fleld..when it be- 
comes eight inches thick. It is strong 
enough then to bear the weight of the 
This 
year there has been thicker ice than was 
really necessary, but it is all the more ac- 
ceptable. The ice is marked with scratch- 
ing plows drawn by horses. Then it is 
scraped off with big scrapers drawn by 
horses. Then workmen come along with 
paddies and scrape the ice from the mark- 
ings. The sawyers follow with long hand 
saws and do the cutting. The blocks are 
each 22x22 inches, and are run off to the 
storehouses through narrow runways 
lined upon either side by men - wield- 
ing ice hooks to pull and push the blocks 
along. At the storehouse they are pulled up 


upen an endless bucket chain, and inside 
the house they are packed one upon the 
other, the compartment walis filled with 
sawdust, and straw laid over the top layer 
of ice. A house full of ice will stand in this 
way through the hottest summer and lose 
not more than the two top layers by melt- 
ing. 

The Alton ice cutters can cut end store 
3000 tons of ice in a day. They have not 
made any such record as this continuously, 
because there are always a few days when 
the field is covered with snow and must be 
scraped, and when it ts so cold that a small 
portion ‘of the workers report for duty. 

There are two groups of storehouses. The 
one has a capacity of 30,000 tons and the 
other 40,000. 

How would you like té be the fce man 
out on this cold field? He stands upon ice 
all day long. He ts exposed to the winds 
that blow. Now and then, perhaps, his 
hook slips; and inte the runway he goes,

A grove of great oak and acacia trees, the'!r 
limbs drooping with tropic moss, surrounds 
the marsion.

South, looks onto the limitless expanse of 
waters, crossed frequently by sea craft of 
all kinds, bound to and from New Orieana. 
The estate contains 1300 acres. The soil is 
sandy, and is said to be of little value, ex- 
cept for the growing of melons.

When one 
leaves the train at the little station, one 
looks in vain for a road to the historic 
house The station agent, who is al*o the 
postmaster, inquires if the visitor wishes to 
know the way to Beauvoir House. This 
inquiry is merely a formality, for the agent 
knows that strangers never have any other 
purpose in going to Beauvoir, but he does 
not wish to be abrupt. When the stranger 
replies that he wishes te go there, he ts 
shown a little winding path and told that 
that it leads to Beauvoir House. This path 
threads its way through tangled thickeis 
for 20 yards, where it leads to a fence wi h 
a precipitous stile, in croesing which the 
visitor is required to exercise his athieti. 
ability.

After the stile is crossed, a wagon road, 
evidently but little traveled, is reached. 
Thiv leads tnto a stately forest, and. wa!k- 
ing along it, one comes suddenly and with- 
out warning upon a collection of tottering 
frarre and log houses. One Is then in the 
rear yard of Beauvoir House. The coljlape- 
ing buildings were the quarters of the 
Slaves on the estate before the war, and, 
later, were occupied by the servants of 
Mr. Davis, who were black men and wom 
en whom he had owned before the war 
had finally decided that there can be no 
property In humankind on the soil of the 
United States. A few wteps farther and 
one looks upon the rear of Beuvoir House 
itself. The house ts not lesa picturesque 
and pleasing in its appearance than its 
surroundings. It is but one story high, 
but the floor ts ten feet above the ground, 
so that, at first glance, is appears to have 
two stories. It ts of wood and is a paraliei- 
ogram in shape, 61 feet long and 6 feet 
wide. The front veranda, which extends 
the full length of the house and is support- 
ed by square wood pillars, is reached by 
a wide stairway. From it one. enters a 
hall 16 feet wide. Rooms open 
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green and the verandas brown. The re- 
mainder of the building is white. 

Two little cottages, one on the right and 
the other on the left, stand in the yard 
about 30 feet in front of the veranda line. 
These were used as guest cottages when 
Beauvoir House wae built, and were fur- 
nished and maintaired exclusively for vis- 
itors. Each has four rooms, about 12x12 
feet. The inevitable veranda, running the 
full length of the house, is built to each. 
It is reached by fcur steps. A high picket 
fence shuts out the public from the yara. 
It is entered through a magsive double gate 
which opens from the fine shel] road thet 
follows the coast line between Biloxi and 
Mississippi City. 

Mr. Davis did not take up his residence 
at Beauvoir until 1878, and then only in an 
humble way. He decided in that year to 
write his “Rise and Fall of the Confed- 
eracy,"" the materiale for which he had 
been collecting rince his release by the 
government from Fortress Monroe, where 
he was held after the war on a charge of 
treason. The next move was to find a quiet 
place where he could be isolated compare- 
tively from the admirers who thronged 
about him when he was near large cities, 
and to whom he was compelled’ to devote 
much time. He heard of the quietude and 
picturesqueness of Beauvoir and visited 
the place to ascertain if he could find quar- 
ters there for himself and his wife and 
Gaughter, Miss Winnie. 

The estate was old, but a new house had 
been built upon it since the war. Mrs. 
Sarah A. Dorsey, @ staunch advocate of 
the southern cause and who was engaged 
in Iterary work, owned Beauvoir. Mr. 
Davis made an arrangement with her by 
which he and his family might occupy one 
of the guest cottages while he was writing 
his book. He moved there immediately and 
began his task. He converted his room 
into a library and filled ita walls with 
shelves for books, from which he obtained 
authority for his arguments. This work 
was confined exclusively to a discussion of 
the constitutiona! issues that precipitated 
the civil war. Mr. Davis was then 71 years 
old. Though he wrote much of the manu- 
script of hig book, his wife, daughter and 
Mrs. Dorsey gave him much assistance, 
writing at his dictation. 


Ink Spots From 
Jefferson Davis’ Pen. 


The floor in the littie corner in his room 
where he worked is covered with spots of 
ink, hurled from his pen as he wrvute. He had 
the habit of dipping hie pen in an ink weil 
and then shaking it over the floor. Mrs. 
Davis, in her biography, has told how Mr. 
Davis closed the arduous task of writing 
the confederacy's justification in this house, 
He was dictating to her. ‘In asserting the 
right of secession,’’ he said, “it has not 
been my wish to incite to its exercise. I 
recognize the fact that it was shown to be 
impracticable, but this did not prove it to 
be wrong. And now that it may not be 
again attempted and the Union may pro-

‘No, that is the end of my work,”’ he said, 

Mrs. Devis had no idea that his task was 
so near completion. 

Shortly after the book was completed, 
Mrs. Dorsey prepared to go to New Orleans 
to submit to a surgical operation. She urged 
Mr. Davis to buy Beauvoir, saying she 
would accept his note for the purchase 
price. He said he could not undertake 
such an. obligation. She, then, expressed 
her belief that she would never survive the 
operation upon which she had decided, and 
said she. wished to make her will. She 
asked Mr. Davis to be her executor. He 
demurred at first on the ground that he was 
too old, but she finally prevailed upon him 
to accept the charge upon the condition 
that she would arrange for an attorney to 
do all the work. 

Mrs. Dorsey's fears of death from the 
operation were realised, and her will was 
opened by her executor shortly after she 
was buried. To Mr. Davis’ astonishment 
he learned that Mrs. Dorsey had left Beau- 
voir estate in fee simple to him. He im- 
mediately occupied the main house, which 
was hie home until his death in New Or- 
leans, Dec. 6, 1889. Mrs. Davis moved to 
New York with her daughter shortly after 
that event, and Beauvoir House has not 
becn occupled since. 

Fred H, De Long, whose father was a 
Union soldier, lives on the estate, occupy- 
ing two of the help houses with his family 
of six children. He operates a dairy. Miss 
Eugenia De Long, his 17-year-old daugh- 
ter, acts as guide to the visitors to Beau- 
vois House and points out the places of in- 
terest. This is what she tells them, start- 
ing from the yard:

HIS great yard was a favorite resort 
i of Mr. Davis. He loved every treo 
In it, and when the weather per- 
mitted spent his days in these shades. "This 
veranda was another place greatly favored 
by him. He used to sit here for many hours 
at @ time watching the ships at sea and 
thinking. 

Now we will go tnto the hall. This is the 
only part of the building where any at- 
tempt to arrange the furniture is in evi- 
dence. The most interesting piece in here is 
this #.deboard, which was sent over from 
Vrance, and is over 300 years old. All this 
furniture was used by Mr. Davis, most of 
it being left by Mra. Dorsey. 

This Great room on the left was the par- 
lor, and here in the rear of it was the 
sitting room. This plano, which was used 
by the Davis family, was left by Mra. Dor- 
sey. It has not been turned in many years, 
and makes terrible discords when I try to 
play upon it. 

Now, going on thia way to the rear of the 
house, we come to Mrs. Davis’ bedroom. 
Mr. Davis’ room was this one, the next 
hack. Here is his médicine chest, filled with 
the staple remedies, many of them for the 
nerves. It has not been touched since his 
death. That framework there, jutting out 


furniture here was used by Mr. and Mrs. 


Davis and is for sale.- Although each piece 
is marked with a price it will not be sold 
except with the house. This front. room, 
opening onto the veranda, was Miss Win- 
nie’s bedroom. This bed here was the one 
she occupied. 

Now, we will go to the yard. This cottage 
here on the left was used for guests. We 
live tn it now, This one over here on the 
right was used as a library by Mr. Davis 
towards the latier part of his life. He first 
lived in it. This painting above the fire- 
place was done by Miss Winnie. It repre- 
sents a scene in the Blue Ridge mountains 
and was painted from memory. That big 
urn in the front yard there marks the last 
resting place of one of Miss Winnie's pet 
dogs. She used to keep the mound covered 
with flowers in summer. ch 

Out here in the rear yard are the ser- 
vants’ quarters. This building here, just in 
the rear of the pantry, is the kitchen. 

There, under the house, was Mr. Davis’ 
wine cellar. 

We don't have many visitors here now. 
Most of them come in Mardi Gras time. 
We haev been living here four years. We 
came. from Cedar Rapids, Io., and are 
strong northerners,

Don't you see 
that every employe over 45 years of age 
simply must obey, blindly and without any 
protest whatever, every order that may be 


given him and accept without a murmur 
whatever fate befalls him, as, otherwise,

The arbitrary fixing of an age limit of 3% 
or i5 years beyond which age no new men 
will be employed is bad, very bad, and if 
the fashion spreads and is generally adopt- 
ed, there is only one thing to do with men 
who get ‘“‘out of a job” after they have 
passed the limit and have not saved enough 
to support them. That is to take them 
out to some designated spot and either 
shoot them or knock them in the head with

the captain of a steamboat on the Chagres river, in Central America, 50 years ago. 
He was appointed a United States senator by the governor ot Missouri 32 years 
ago. He witnessed the inauguration of Andrew Jackson in 1829, and was a college 
boy at the national capital when Webster, Calhoun, Clay and Hayne were familiar 


figures upon Washington's streets. 


Mr. Jewett has talked to the Sunday Post-Dispatch of the exceptional span 
of his life, its more interesting events, and the things to which he attributes his 


physical and mental] strength at 95 years. 
LONG with the stream of business 
A men pouring into Olive street every 
morning comes a well-knit, erect, 
dignified figure 5 feet 8 inches tall, brisk 
of manner and sure of stride, but very, 
very white with age. The step inte the 
elevator ic firm. The glance at fellow pas- 
sengers is from bright, seeing eyes. The 
entrance into the office is characteristic 
of the American business man, who moves 
quickly, for he has much to do. 

This striking figure is that of Former 
United States Senator Daniel T. Jewett, 
the patriarch lawyer of America. He lacks 
but five years of having lived a century, 
but his gait and manner and vigor are 
those of a hale man of 6 years.

I may grow old in body, but never in 
mind. The Intellectual pleasures, which are 
the real ones of life, have not been dis- 
sipated with age. The issues of state and

the past, but in the present. I let the past

I expect to live three or four years long- 
er, at least, unless something extraordl- 
nary shall happen to me. Maybe it may 
be ten years. Mly oldest sister lived to over 
100. I have no sensation of declining 
strength. Of course, I am not as spry as 
I was several years ago, but I can get 
around all right and I feel pretty strong. 
But this Issue of living doesn't worry me. 
I never think about it. That would be the 
quickest way to shorten life. I take life 
as‘it comes and make the best of it. 

To be sure, most of my old friends are 
dying. No one understands better than I 
the uncertainty of life. I read the lesson 
everywhere I turn. O}4 friends many 
years my junior drop off every day and I 
remain. The only times I go to the Court 
House now are when meetings of the bar 
are held to pay respects to the memory 
of dead members.

advanced condition of degeneration, and 
when present it is too late to do much. 
Even the occasional presence of albumen 
and casts in the urine is not regarded 
nowadays as having the importance that it 
formerly had; but as a rule when urinary 
changes sufficient to cause these manifesta- 
tions exist, a great deal of mischief has 
been done, and especially is this the case 
when our petient is a man still under 60, 
who has led a ‘strenuous’ life of the kind I 
have described. 

“It is difficult to fix a standard of men- 
tal vigor or to say when true senility should 
show itself. Clouston says: ‘Physiological 
senility means no _ reproductive power, 
greatly lessened affection faculty, dimin- 
ished power of attention and memory, di- 
minished desire and power to energize men- 
tally and bodily, lowered imagination and 
enthusiasm, !essened adaptability to change, 
greater slowness of mental action, slower 
and less vigorous speech as well as id2ation, 
fewer blood corpuscles, red and white; les- 
sened power of nutrition in all the tissues, 
a tendency to disease of the arteries, a les- 
sening !n bulk of the whole body, not nota- 
bly of the brain, which alters structually 
and chemically in its most essential ele- 
ments, the cellular action and the nerve 
currents being slower and there being more 
resistance along the conducting fiber. In the 
young man there is organie craving for ac- 
tion, which, not being satisfied, results in 
organic discomfort. In the old man there 
is an organic craving for the rest and not 
to gratify that which causes organic un- 
easiness. 

“These changes, of course, correspond to 
the normal weakening of age, but whenever 
they begin to appear before 50 there can be 
little doubt that pre-senllity exists; and 
they become pathological instead of physi- 
ological. 

“A study of a large number of cases of 
pre-senility has convinced the writer that 
there are many symptoms, especially of dis- 
turbance of the nervous system, which are 
not taken into account as often as they 
should be, and these invariably indicate 
commencing disturbances due to vastular 
degeneration. While the study of the pulse 
and heart in arteriosclerosis has been quite 
extensive, the writer does not think that 
its connection with mental variations and 
deterioration has been fully described. The 
pulse has a certain ‘instability in subjects 
of this kind which can be determined only 
with difficulty, unless the subject is under 
daily observation. : 


“If spyhmograph tracings are taken at 
different times in the day a wide variation 
is presented as the mental equilibrium of 
the individual is disturbed by changes in 
blood tension; and it will be found that the 
elevation of the first line and the char- 
acter of the tidal wave line will vary with 
the hyperaemia of the brain and the as- 
sociated cardiac muscular instability: or, if 
the vascular tension has endured for some 
time, there will be found an appearance pre- 
senting the slanting up-stroke and the long 
receding’ stroke, interrupted by numerous 
indentations which is 80 characteristic of 
general paresis. 


“That condition of cerebral irritation, so 
well described by Fothergill many years 
ago, when in an ordinary anaemic brain 
flushes of hyperaemia occur is an evidence 
of pure senility, as weil as earlier ischemic 
States. The mental impairment attendant 
upon altered blood pressure and conse¢- 
quent malnutrition of the cortical elements 
are recognized by the patient himeelf as 
well as by others. In men under 
good self-control there is a Stability which 
is Quite altered in the pre-senile state. 

“Under slight emotional stimulation 
become fiushed and irascible, or oa os 
patience and ability to throw off care which

As a rule he tries to arrive at the result 
desired with the least effort and in the 
quickest way, and much of his mental ac- 
tivity is automatic. 

“His weakness is especially shown in 
following out new channels of thought or 
accepting and storing away fresh impres- 
sions. We find him, therefore, indisposed 
for exertion. If he be a professional man, 
he creates little or no new work and unde 
all circumstances he seeks the broad road 
of colloquialism and thoughtless speech; 
and the old: mental habits become strong- 
er than ever and he is relieved when he 
accomplishes what is required of him. 

‘“‘While he is conscious of his failing pow- 
er, he accepts the failure with resigna- 
tion, or, on the other hand, chafes at the 
success of others. An early impairmentof 
memory,:especially of substantive, an- 
noys the subject and he keeps pace with a 
kind of apathy and dullness. Little mis- 
takes are made in calculations, letters are 
misdirect®d and checks unsigned. These 
may be insignificant omissions, but they 
grow to be evidence of pathological weak- 
ness. 

‘Many men between 320 and 40, who have 
enjoyed good health and have clear brains, 
are apt, under the stress of hard work, to 
suffer from headache of a 
and these are undoubtedly ected with 
sudden change in the diameter of the cere- 
bral vessels. In some respects they re- 
semble the angiospastic form of migraine, 
but the pain is sub-occipital or frontal, 
and usually bilateral. Such attacks near- 
ly always follow fatigue, and occur after 
a particularly trying day in court, a 
night without rest or the execution of a 
laborious literary task. 

“There is pallor, small pulse, subjective 
coldness, loss of appetite, emotional depres- 
Sion and the copious discharge of la:ge

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tigo, I do not think its importance as an 
indication of progressive arterial occlusion 
has received due attention. 

“For a long time before troublesome, or 
even incapacitating, symptoms have devel- 
oped the pre-senile individual is apt, under 
unusual cardiac stimulation, to become gid- 
dy; and this often has no other origin than 
an excited dispute, attendance at an ab- 
sorbing play or the temperorary effects of 
extreme heat or cold; a sudden glance for- 
ward or the act of bending over to tie one’s 
shoe may too easily cause confusion and 
Slight vottering. Vertigo of this kind is 
always subjective and may be termed pos- 
tural; that is to say, it is present even 
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when the individual closes his eyes or sud- 
denly changes his position, and is not of the 
kind which may be said to be external and 
so often associated with Meniece’s disease. 
While it is undoubtedly at time aggra- 
vated by gustrointestinal disorders, in 
which intestinal autointoxication and con- 
stipation occur, it exists long after these 
conditions have been removed. 

“A large number of men present a con- 
stant vertigo, which may be recognized 
an antero-posterior variety; that is to sdy, 
it is always induced when the patient lays 
his head upon the pillow or when he looks 
at an object above him or when he bends 
ever. 
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“The initial disturbance has been ascribed 
by patients to ‘the brain,’ and there has 
been a sort of culmination and afterward 4 
subsidence, whtn the individual became 
adapted to his new position. Consciousness 
is never lost, and the state is not a persist- 
ent ona, except in the matter of its fre- 
quent and annoying occurrence. Attempts 
at adjustment are attended by more or 
less cardiac acivity, but there is little or 
no change in color. 

‘“Pre-senile i1.somnia is usually that de- 
pendent upon an trritable brain. The pa- 
tient is exhausted toward the latter part 
of the day and seeks his bed soon after din- 
ner, and after a short period of sleep awak.- 
ens, or else does so at a very early hour of 
the morniag. In both cases the awakening 
is sudden and complete and he is tortured 
by a veritable kaleidoscope of active 
thoughts. 

‘There can be no question but that a 
pre-senile person, so far as the matter of 
nervous disturbances are concerned, is like- 
ly to be influenced greatly in diet, or by the 
indulgence in alcohol or tobacco. The 
indications to be borne in mind are 
the avoidance of agents that produce rapid 
and repeated determination of blood to the 
brain, and which put too much work upon 
the heart. For this reason alcohol which 
is taken regularly is much worse than 
where the drinking Is occasional. The use 
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of ‘pick-me-ups’ or ‘cocktails‘ is especially 
injurious, for this kind of tippling induces 
not only gastric disturbances but repeated 
cerebral flushes, which de more harm than 
the ingestion of a considerable amount 
of alcohol at a time. P 

‘The role played by tobacco in the caus 
ation of a pre-senfle state is an important 
one, and while small or moderate quantities 
of nicotine stimulate the heart, excessive 
amounts not only affect the circulation det- 
rimentally, but undoubtedly induce a par- 
esis of the cerebral arteries with resultant 
degeneration. While many of the narcotic 
effects of tobacco poisoning oceur in men of 
all ages, there seem to be certain spe- 
cific symptoms associated with the so- 
called ‘tobacco heart’ and with undoubted 
pre-senile tissue change, and these are oth- 
er than circulatory. 

“Vertigo of the kind described which per- 
sists for a long time, even after tobacco has 
been given up, is but a suggestion of how 
deep the mischief may be. The confirmed 
smoker is too apt to resume the habit and 
degeneration is sooner or later the only end- 
ing. 

“Bo far as the treatment and antagonism 
of presenility is concerned, the cutting off 
of all posmble bad habits will, of course, 
suggest itself. Absolute abstinence, 
though, is sometimes as bad as excessive 
indulgence in men who are habituated, and 
it cannot be decried that. the lack of the 
customary stimulants has precipitated a 
condition of affairs which might have been 
delaved by less radical measures. 

“The taking of alcohol, in any form, must 
then be regular, after eating, and always 
well diluted. “While the medical manage- 
ment of this condition is one about which 
there is little to be said, each individual 
case needing different care, reference may 
be made to the advantages of a modified 
Nauheim treatment. A decidedly beneficial 
result is apt to follow the judicious use of 
a hot saline bath, the effect upon the cir- 
culation being quite as prompt and service- 
able as that obtained by the expensive and 
troublesome effervescing bath. 

“Many cases of natural breakdown and 
enfeebled volition are undoubtedly regarded 
and treated as samples of neurasthenia 
(that most protean and elastic of all terms), 
whose symptoms express a large number 
of pathological conditions. It is quite prob- 
able that the pre-senile change and its 
nervous disturbances are like the disease 
with the pedantic name, nothing more than 
the natural result of a number of enfesbling 
factors."’

It pleased the old fishermen to have the 
schooners that they knew so well intro- 
duced into real literature and treated not 
as mere characterless wooden hulks, but

Not long after the publi.ation of “‘Cap- 
tains Courageous” the fleet of fishing 
schooners begen to diminish alarming'y- 
Boats that should have endured for a lile- 
time were stricken down in the bloom of 
youth, Finally cnly three of the boats 
were left; then two. Finally the Prince 
Leboo was the only survivor. And now 
the Prince Leboo is gone, too. 

Does the author of the book realize the 
fatal witchcraft he has exerted? And is 
it a comfortable thing to have on one’s con- 
science—even if it be only one’s literary 
conscience—the destructicn of 4 ships? 

The Amy Knight figured in Kipling’s book 


as the Carrie Pitman. She was the come- 
dian of the fleet, and was described as al- 
ways going adrift on the banks. The Carrie 
Pitman hailed from West Chatham. “She 
don’t do much ‘cept drift,’’ they said of her. 
“There ain't an anchor made ‘ll hold her.” 

As a matter of fact she was, sallors say, 
the stanchest fisherman that ever made a 
trip to the banks, and would hold to her 
chains while all the others were breaking 
loose and drifting away. She was built in 
Essex, Mass., and was once owned by Capt. 
Tom Nicholson of Buckgeport. It was the 
Amy Knight that brought the record cargo 
to Bucksport from the Banks, the sale of 
which was the beginning of Capt, Nichol- 
son's fcrtune. 

The Amy Knight sank while on a trip 
between Bucksport and Rockland. She was 
within a mile of the shore when she met 
her fate, and there was not wind enough 
blowing to enable the sailors to beach her. 

The Martha M., another schooner appear- 
ing incognito in Kipling’s book, was built 
by the Herreshoffs and was owned by Capt. 
Hiram Fogg of Bucksport. 

For many years she was beached at 
Bucksport, and is now merely a very bad 
specimen of an old hulk.

Known laws affecting the diffusion of heat 
make it clear that the lower strata cannot 


is gradually dissipating its heat into space. 
The heat moving from the center of the 
globe to the surface and lost there each year 
would be enough to melta film of ice cov- 
ering the entire earth one-tenth of an inch 
thick. 

This may not seem much of a loss, but 
it is perpetually going on. It always acts 
in the same direction, and influences whica 
ever act thus in the same trection are 
the architects of the universe. They ac- 
complish wonders in the millions of years 
through which they work. 

If the earth is losing heat and has been 
doing so, it was once hotter than it » now; 
ages since it was red aot, white aot,

creases uniformly down to the mile, there

St. Louis art circles 12 years ago, 
when his pictures filled the galleries of the 
St. Louls Exposition. The Verestchagin 
picture is not seen to be soon forgotten, It 
is too distinctive. It deals with the horrible 
in war—the spy, who 1s to be shot, the dying 
soldier in the hospital, the battle in its 
hottest heat—these are the chosen themes 
of the Ruasian painter now in St. Louls 
Remarkable subjects, truly, for an artict 
who will say, as Verestchasin has recently 
done, that a fancy ball he witnessed in 
Chicago affords so splendid a eubject to 
paint a luxury incarnate picture that he 
cannot let it pass. 

Verestchagin is tall, slender and stooped. 
Tie has a full, high forehead, and an intel- 
lectual, artistic face. He gays the soul cf 
art is idéas, and the patriach’s beard and 
white hair that have come with his 6 years 
make it appear that he might have wisdom 
enough to know what the rea! soul of art {s. 

Verestchagin is not pompous, but an ar- 
tist of simplicity and refinement. He wears 
a lone black winter coat and a plush cap, 
pulled down over his ears, when the weath- 
er is as cold as !t has\been during much 
of his stay In St. Loults. He !s neither in 
manner or dress the gran’e one would «x- 
pect to find the world’s greatest livirg 
master of art. 

Verestchagin lives quietiy. He has few 
callers. He has an exceptional capacity 
for work, and is enthusiastic enough to 
work as much as 12 and 15 hours fn a day. 
Iie waa born in the province of Novgorod 
in 1842, and is of a distinguished family of 
Russta. His aptitude for ait Gaiee from 
childhood. His father wished to make him 
an officer of marines. Verestchagin wisened 
to be an artist. So, desiring to please his 
father and himself alike, he became both 
artist and marine. At 17 years the artistio 
tendency triumphed over everything, and

the young man set out upon that career. 


which will give his name a high place 
when the marines of this day will have been 
forgotten. 

He had made his first trip to London. He 
was ambitious to gee Paris and the Pyre- 
nees. He was gratified, and a year later he 
made an excursion to the Caucasus pen and 
pencil in hand. Subsequently he studied un- 
der Gerome at Paris, and in the course of 
two years accompanied the Russian army 
into central Asia. He saw the fighting, 
sketched it, always remaining to the end. 
He sketched Asian scenes and character, 
and lifted the vell that had hidden this re- 
gion from the art world. After his 2th 
year he became a great traveler, and made 
long trips into the various art centers of 
Europe. In the Ri:eso-Turkish war he took 
a conspicuous part. Although not nominally 
a soldier, he was one in fact, and during 
an engagement ‘was seriously wounded. 
Wherever he went he painted, and no inct- 
dent, person or scene of importance es- 
caped his observation. 

Of American painters he says they etick 
too closely to the art of Munich and Paris 
and Versailles, instead of cultivating Amer- 
ican ideas. He finds, too, that, rather than 
‘devote their energies to great pictures, aa, 
for example, a scene on the New York 
Stock Exchange, or a brilliant function of 
the 400, they prefer to sketch pigs and cows, 
and select such inartistic subjects as rock 
suspended over a stream or a mald standing 
at a well. What Americans will demand 
200 years hence, Verestchugin says, is a re- 
alistic reproduction of our present customs, 
outlining every detail of our mode of liv- 
ing. He thinks the twenty-second century 
will be as distinct from the twentieth as 
the latter is from the eighteenth. 

The battles of the United States soldiers 
with the Filipinos furnished a choice theme 
for Verestchagin's talents. He was 
at and sketched the battle of Zaporte, which 
was fought June 13, 1899. Gen. Lawton was 
in command, Capt. Seay commanded the 
infantry, and Lieut. Kenly the artillery. On 
the American side there were six killed and 
15 wounded, The most striking Incident of 
the battle (which Verestchagin did not fail 
to overlook) was the use of the mountain 
artillery, which was worked at the close 
range of &% or # yards. The men worked 
the guns kneeling or lying down. Another 
which came under Verestchagin's personal 
Observation was the battle of Santa Ann, 
near Manila, fought on the morning of Feb. 
6, 1899. Fourteen Americans were killod 
and 6 wounded. One of the notable pic- 
tures drawn was that of a Philippine spy. 
The spy has been captured by the American 
troops, and is about to be shot. In every 
line of the man's face Verestchagin said he 
read the patriot. “But,” he added, “the 
director of the Chicago Museum objected 
to me calling him a patriotic Philippine spy. 
He declared such a term would be censid- 
ered an ingult to the American pegpie. I 
it it go, but I think the gentleman does not 
appreciate true art.” 

Verestchagin has a magniGcent studio in 
Moscow, end also one at Maissons-Laffite, 
a short distance from Paris. He talked of 
his art and work to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch,

¥ CONSTANT aim has been to por- 
tray persons and scenes and inci- 
cidents as they really are and not 
as modern-day painters would have you 
make them. I owe much to the old masters 


a great work—Raphael’s ‘““Madonna.”’ There 
is something to enraptufe us. It is such a 
perfect piece of art, such a faultless exe- 
cution—of what? Ideas. 


Raphael has not drawn merely ‘the pic- 
ture of the mother of God and her child, 
but he has fancied his own mother and 
put into the palette’s delicate touch al) 
the love and devotion with which his own 
mother had inspired him. Yet he has not 
departed from. his subject. There is noth- 
ing overdone, nothing neglected, but that 
beautiful idea ‘‘mother’’ gleams in every 
line of the setting. ‘ 


Painters now-a-days say ideas spoil pic- 
tures. This is not true. The world’s master- 
pleces were made up of réligious fdeas. 
But ‘the present-day painter doesn’t un- 
derstand religious inspiration, because per- 
haps we are not living in a religious age. 
Christianity was the central theme of the 
early painters. Today we are painting life 
and manners ard drawing, as it were, the 
episodes of the world on canvas. Here is 
where I must turn to your American paint- 


er. By the way of suggestion, rather than 
criticism, I speak of him and his works. 
When I came to America the first notion 
that seized me was to view your art gal- 
leries. Ah! What a treat I believed was in 
store for me. Through all Burope 1 had 
traveled, omitting no art oénter, to study 
her famous productions. Paris was great; 
Vienna was simply charming and Muaich 
held me spelibound for days. But that 
was only a pleasure, not a feast. New ideas 
there were, but thdse, indeed. that I hai 


really expected to see. There waz not such 
a marked difference between them. Now 
I dreamed of what marvels Ametirn would 
show. This country, of ali countries, has 
furnished the world ideas. It does every- 
thing, somehow, differently thin its sister 
nations. It is so progressive, so energetic, 
80 full of life, so full of energy—I felt it 
must have a Raphael. 

[ was disappointed. Befvre I reached 
Chicago I was sick. “Where are your 
painters?’ I asked, as I walked into one of 
the great art galleries of New Y rk. ‘Why 
ts there no painting of that great scene I 
Saw on the New York Stuck Exchange this 
‘morning. Money has driven men mad, the 
fiercest passions of the human mind are 
breaking forth in that great axsemt@&y and 
no painter has paused to portray the scene. 

There, too, was a social function ontshin- 
ing the gayest of our gay cvurt ecenes 
Fancy-dressed women and fincty-groomed 
men, typical Americans, made a grand sub- 
ject, but it had not been depictcd. 

1] looked about in the gallery. Pictures 
cf cows, pictures of forses and atimals of 
all kinds, pictures of stones hanging in the 
water, pictures of msadows, pictures, per- 
haps, of some maiien standing at a spring, 
were there in such great abundance, and 
the masterpiece was missing. 


Chicago is the mos advanced city of the 
union, I heard, Then Chicago must have 
something to tell of American life. It had 
not. I was pained, even sick at heart at 
what I gaw in her art museum. In one room 
there are enough paintings of sheep and 
horses and goats to have supplied an addi- 
tional stockyards if each picture could have 
been filled with animation. In a second 
apartment I saw a boat, a big boulder hang- 
ing into the water, and some few other 
trifling pictures. 

What will the American people say, 20) 
years hence, of those paintings? Why, 
they will laugh at them. What they will 
want then is something to tell the lfe 
of the American nation as it is today. 
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They will want a painting with ideas, 
What glorious opportunities are offered on 
the Chicago Stock Exchange, for instance, 
In St. Louis, even, the advantages to paint- 
ers are many. You are preparing for a 
World’s Fair. That will no doubt afford rich 
material for artists. How many will aval 
themselves of it? 

I do not mean to say that there are 


no classical pictures in America. There are | 


lots of them, but they are made after the 
design of Europeans. The reason is clear, 
Your American artist goes to Paris and 
Munich for his ideas. The result is he 
paints after the fashion of the Parisian, 
He doesn’t make a picture that you could 
call distinctively American. If he were to 
attend a reception given by Mrs. Potter 
Palmer at Chicago he would have a splen- 
did chance, if he is an artist, to attempt 
a great work. Keep your American boys at 
home. Then they may be able to culti- 
vate American ideas of art. 

Love and passion are the mainsprings of 
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humanity, and afford the artist his keenest 
pleasure. It is true, however, that we do 
not give enoug’n attention to those incidents 
where we find these qualities at their best, 
but prefer to linger with our pigs and cows. 
Everything of interest that has come under 
my observation is painted or sketched. 
America has been « fruitful field for ma 
Here the scenes are so fresh and novel 
that they are easily impressed on my mind, 
Of late years I have given much time to 
battle scenes.

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Quarrels Between Employer and Employes Treated 
as Public Nuisances and Means Provided 
for Their Enforced Settlement.

Morover, it is enacted that no industrial 
dispute can be referred to the court of ar- 
bitration save by a registered trades union 
or by the official registrar, and it is also 
imperative that the opinion of a majority of 
embers of the trade shall be taken 
in @ manner prescribed. This is for pre- 
cautionary purposes, so that there shall be 
no hasty or {fll considered entrance into a 
dispute Again, there are no boards of 
conciliation, as in New Zealand. This means 
that there will be no preliminary investi- 
taken straight P®"yY 
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misdemeanor by employes to strike, or by 
employers to lock out, either before a ref- 
erence or during its progress. There is to be 
no cessation of industrial operations pend- 
ing the settlement of t‘e dispute. 

It is stated that this is the first instance 
of an attempt being made in any legisiature 
to treat a quarrel between a master and his 
workmen as a public nuisance which ought 
to be prohibited, just as any brawl! in a 
public place. There is also an improved 
method of enforcing the decisions of the 
court. The act empowers legal arrange- 
ments to be made for the supply of labor 
with associations of workmen. “These ar- 
rangements can be enforced like any other 
contract, either by a penalty named in the 
contract itself, or by the recovery of dam- 
ages against the funds of the union by sult 
brought tn the arbitration court. The funds 
of a trades union are, however, protected 
against any liability except under this act. 

Every employer employing on an average 
not less than S80 hands per month, any asso- 
ciation of employers, any incorporated com- 
or association 
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the court, with a view to keeping a guard 
over the financial stability and general 
management of an industrial union, and a 
schedule of rules is attached to the act 
dealing with those subjects which are to 
be compulsory on all unions. The court is 
to be composed of a Judge of the state su- 
preme court, as \president, and two mem- 
bers, one each elected from among the em- 
ployers and the employes respectively.

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MINING A RIVER CHANNEL & & 
THROUGH THE WORLD'S FAIR SITE 


ORKMEN are mining out a new 

W channel for the River des Peres 

through the World’s Fair site. 
Dynamite is being used extravagantly to 
loosen the soil which in more favorabie 
weather is friable as an oft tilled field. 

Huge trees uproted from the heart of 
the forest are being transplanted along 
what are now rude paths, but what wil! be 
in 1903 handsome boulevards and drive- 
ways. 

The work of tearing up the trees has 
hardly begun, but the River Des Peres has 
lost all resemblance to the silver thread 
that wound its way in and out among the 
trees in Forest Park. The Post-Dispatch 
lake that which nestled among the ever- 
@reen trees and flowers like a glisten ng 
pearl is now a deep hole in the ground filied 
with what seems to be large boulders; but 
what are in reality frozen blocks of clay

grading of the River Des Peres bed 
fs the most difficult of any to be done on 
the grounds. A force of 100 men and 15 
teams work with untiring energy to ac- 
ag the grading of a few hundred feet 


“tne ground for a depth of 18 inches to 2 
let is frozen and dynamite is used to dis- 
the frozen chunks of dirt and clay 
t weigh thousands of pounds. When the 
are thrown loose-by a pound of dy- 
te it takes 12 powerful horses to drag 


them out of the way. The average length 
of these blocks is 18 feet and they are about 


6 f-et wide and 18 to 20 inches thick. 
There are 200 men and 150 teams at work 


on the grounds. The frost retards the work 
of grading and the cold weather causes a 
shortage of men. According to the contrac. 
tors who are executing the grading con- 
tracts, the first ray of sunshine brings out 
hundreds of applicants and the cold wind 
drives aS many away. 


Horses and mules are used, and the lat- 
ter pruve most useful in the sticky clay 
that is encountered under the frozen crust 
of earth. It is not an uncommon sight to 
see a mule sink into the clay up to his 
stomach, then wrench one foot loose, roll 
ovér. and. break the imprisoned legs. When 
this occurs the contractor has to shoot the 
animal. Horses have such wide hoofs that 
they do not sink into the clay. 

The scrapers that are used to level the 
bottom of the river bed after the required 
depth has been reached is a massive affair 
and 24 horses are required to move it along, 

The blasting with dynamite is done at 
night and the booming sounds like a bom- 
bardment in war times.

To Develop Thin Legs. 
IOLA.—Exercises for developing the 
V legs have been illustrated on this 
page. I know of no better method. 
Anything that exercises and stretches the 
muscles of the leg will develop them, but 
you must not expect results in a few days 
or weeks, 
Patience and persistence bring reward 
in physical culture; you must not expect 
miracles. 


Shampoos Once a Week. 

A BELLE.—You should not complain if 
you can keep your scalp perfectly clean 
by a weekly shampoo. Every one should 
Shampoo the hair at least that often, but 
1 think you make a mistake in using so 
much borax, which fréquently has the un- 
pleasant resuits you describe. 

Try. the ehampoo for which I give you 
formula. .You cannot keep your scalp 
clean unless you shampoo at least as 
often as once a week. 

Yotk of one egg, one pint of hot rain 
water, one ounce of spirit of rosemary; 
heat the mixture up thoroughly and use 
it warm, rubbing well into the skin of the 
head. Rinse thoroughly in several waters. 

This wash.is good for dandruff where the 
erdinary, Shampoo fails. 


Concerning Superfiuous Hair. 

xX. ¥. Z—I have published a number of 
formulas for the removal of superfious 
hair. 

I have rio idea to which one you refer, 
but repeat a number. Sulphide of soda, 
100 grains; slaked Iime, 8) grains; starch, 
20 grains; Ifme water, 4 fluid drams. Make 
into a thin paste With water and apply to 
the hairy part, and let it remain a few 
moments and then scrape it off with dull 
biade or paper knife. 

Sulphide of stronium, 2 drams: oxide of 
sinc, 3 Gdfams; powdered starch, 3 drams. 
Mix thoroughly and keep dry in well-cork- 
ed botties until wanted for use. Take 
enough to make a paste and add warm wa- 
ter to it until the proper consistency is 
secured. Spread over the hairy surface and 
&lliow to remain for one to five minutes, 
according to the nature of the growth and 
the suscoptibility of the skin. It should 
be removed, as in every case, with a de- 
pilatory, when the burning Sensation is 
produced. 


- To Reduce a Double Chin.

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Tf you apply it with great discretion, 
using it only once in four or six weeks, di- 
luting it half peroxide and half water, the 
change in color will be very gradual. 

Khe bleach must never be applied when 
the hair is greasy, but always after a 
shampoo, and the hair must be bone dry 
before making the application. 

To use, mix the peroxide with the same 
amount of water and apply with a soft, 
clean tooth brush. 

The ,Vaucaire remedy ts a prescription 
of an eminent physician. It is not injuri- 
ous. I am getting good reports about it. 


An Imperceptible Reuge. 


ALICIA.—Yes, there is a liquid rouge 
that is imperceptible if applied carefully. 
I think it much better to try such arti- 
cles than to attempt to manufacture them. 


For a Rough Skin. 


F. H.—Try the lancline powder for your 
face in case you use powder at all. Use 
the witch haze) cream at night after wash- 
ing your face. 

I am quite certain you would have fared 
much worse if you had not learned to 
breathe properly. I know of nothing that 
will take the place of proper breathing in 
wholesome effects. 

Unquestionably you should have physical 
culture movements. 

I do not think you wash your face too 
often. Possibly you @o not use the right 
soap. I do not think the Castile soap good 
that we get nowadays. Here is the formula 
for lanoline powder: 

Lanoline anhydrous, 1 ounce; starch, 1 
ounce; talcum powder, 20 ounces; coumar- 
in, “4 grains; oil of rose, 16 drops. 

The lanoline and the perfume are to be 
gradually mixed and then the talcum pow- 
der and after that the starch should be 
added, 


To Keep the Hair Light. 

P. W.—I know of no process for keéping 
the hair light, except a bleach. If you con- 
tinue to put a handful of borax into a bow! 
of water and wash your hair with this 
mixture frequently, you will certainly de- 
stroy the constitution of the hair. 

Commercial borax is not fit for toflet use. 
It is adulterated, and much of it contains 
large quantities of lime, which is most 
destructive to the hair. 

If you are going to use an alkali at all, 
common washing soda is less injurious and 
will produce better results. f 

A bit of washing soda, the size of a 
filbert, is all that you require in the water 
you use for a shampoo. The soda does not 
really affect the color of the hair, but 
keeps the scalp free from superfluous oily 
secretions, which always make the hair 
appear darker. 


Chamomile Tea for the Hair. 

K. H.—Washing the hair in chamomile: 
tea is a very old process. It will do no 
harm if you wish to try it. I do not think 
it very effective in keeping the color of the 
hair light.

To Remove a Mole. 

MRS. M.—The mole can be removed by 
electricity, which is the safest and best way, 
or by the application of an acid.

Electrolysis is a very simple method at- 
tended by practically no pain, is without 
danger and should not be expensive. 

The electric treatment leaves no scar if 
properly performed—whereas an acid is apt 
to leave a mark more disfiguring than the 
original blemish. 

Red and Perspiring Hands. 
GRACE —Try the following remedies: 
For Red Hands.—Four ounces of rose 

water, 1 ounce of glycerine, 1 dram tincture 
of Lenzoine, 1 ounce of 1zlcohol Use when- 
ever necessary. 

For Persviring Hands.—Cologne water, 90 
grams; tincture of belladonna, 15 grams. 
Mix. Rub the hands two or three times a 
day with half a teaspoonful.

A small abin on the prom- 
enade deck was fitted up for the main office 
and was literally filled with maps and in- 
struments. Two other ships, similarly 
built, were filled with provisions and fuel, 
while 400 ‘Esquimau dogs occupied the main 
one. Archibald Dickson, secretary to Mr 
Baldwin, was kind enough to show us 
around, although they were then very much 
pressed for time and space. There were 
o4 men in all, 19 of the expedition party 
and 3 of the crew. This made up the sum 
total of the Baidwin followers. 

To us the most interesting character 
aboard the ship was Mr. Long, the only 
survivor of the Greely expedition. He is 
a short, heavy-set, pompous, weaiher- 
beaten and healthy-looking individual, and 
apparentily is built to weather the fiercest 
storms. In answer to our questions, he 
said he would rather freeze to death in 
search of the pole than take it easy on an 
inherited fat bank account. But every- 
body would not agree with him in that re- 
spect.

One sees'in Nicaragua things that oan- 
not be seen in any other place I have ever 
visited. The San Carlos river, for instance, 
is exceptiona!. It joins the San Juan a 
little more than. midway between Lake 
Nicarague and the Atlantic. It is a verita- 
ble river of sand. It carries sand as the 
Missouri river carries mud, and it has de- 
posited so much of it in the San Juan 
that the delta of this river i& one of the 
most. mutable bits of country in the world. 
A seaman down there told me that'in 30 
years of anchoring off the mouth of the 
river he had never been able to anchor 
twice in the same place. The coast is 
shallow, and when we went in there our 
ship could not approach closer than three 
miles off shore. 


The San Juan is a navigable river up to 
the lake in the hills, and little steamers 
run upon it. The passage is tortuous and 
somewhat dangerous, but almost everything 
is dangerous in that wild land. Lake 
Nicaragua is 106 miles long and from 2 to 
40 miles wide. It is a fresh water lake and 
its level varies some seven feet in wet and 
dry seasons. There are sharks in the lake, 
a remarkable fact, considering that it is not 
salt water, and there are fishes of many 
other sorts. The population is scant. There 
is quite a settlement at San Carlos and 
there {is an American captain running a 
steamer on the lake. The shores are wild 
and aimost everywhere covered with a 
dense tropical vegetation. The people have 
a fever similar to typhoid that is quickly 
fatal and the temperature is normal at 
120 degrees. The people speak the Spanish 
dialects and they live as so many Latin 
Americans do, working little or not at all, 
raising searcely any crops and depending 
for sustenance upon the wild fruits and 
grains of the woods, For Instance, they 
make plaintains one of their chief articles 
of food, and they get these in qa wild estate, 
just as they get coffee. Rubber hunting 
is the general occupation. The forests 
abound in rubber trees and the natives 
bring in a great deal of crude rubber. 

The Nicaragua canal route touches both 
Nicaragua and Cost Rica, though for the 
most partin Nicaragua. The San Juan river, 
which is usedasa part of the routes the 
boundary between the two republics.

Prince Henry's aides are Lieutenant-Com- 
manders Schmidt von Schwindt and von 
Egvidy.

Admira] Seckendorff has been in America 
twice before. In 1860 he visited Norfolk on 
the Prussian warship Victoria and in 1872 
he went to San Francisco on the old G.r- 
man warship Hertha, which was the first 
German warship to visit the Pacific coast. 
He spent two weeks in California and seem- 
ed to consider his visit a remarkable one. 


Admiral Alfred Tirpitz is ene of the best- 
known naval experts in the world. He was 
born in Kustrin in 1849 and entered the navy 
of Prusela in 1865, being commissioned to 
the Arcona on June 21 of that year. He 
voyaged on the Baltic, Mediterranean, 
North sea and the Atlantic ocean. 


He was promoted to be second .ieutenant 
in 1868 and served on the Koenig Wilhelm 
during the war. In 1872 he was promote to 
lieutenant and wateh officer on the Fred- 
erick Kari and served in that capacity in 
Eouth America, the West Indies and the 
Mediterranean 

He was on the commission of trials end

VIEW OF THE PRUSSIAN 


By CHARLES LOWE, Late Berlin

HERD was a “Prince Henry, the Nav- 
T igator,’’ who is known to past histo- 
rians as the pioneer of Modern Dis- 
covery; and there is another “‘Prince Hen- 
ry, the’ Navigator,’ who will probably be 
known to future historians as the “Apostle 
of the Mailed Fist.’’ 


One of those sailor celebrites belonged to 
Portugal—where he was born in 13}/—and 
the other belongs to Prussia, where he first 
saw the light on Aug. 14, 1862. 

Henry of Portugal] may be said to have 
prepared the way for Columbus, who 
crossed the Atlantic in order to add a new 
world to the old; while Henry of Prussia, 
on the other hand, will be remembcred, 
among other things to his credit, for hav- 
ing similarly crossed the same ocean as the 
envoy of his imperial brother to declare his 
frank acquiescence in the doctrine as enun- 
clated by Monroe, that there is now no 
further elbow-room for the Old World in 
the New. Thus cne Henry was a saillor- 
discoverer, while the other is a sailor diplo- 
niatist, 


But whet a tremendous difference be- 
tween the crawling caravels of Columbus 
and the steam-driven culosei of the deep 
like the “Kronpring Wilhelm,” which is to 
whisk Prince Henry of Prussia across the 
ocean! 


REALLY A PRINCE OF PRUSSIA. 


Yet be it remembered that he is Prince 
Henry, not of Germany, but only of Prus- 
sia, for there is no such thing as a prince 
of Germany. There are plenty of princes 
in Germany, but they al) take their titles 
from one or other of the sovereigniies which 
form the congiomeration known as the Ger- 
man Empire, of which the King of Prus- 
sia, ex officta, is executive president, just 
as all the states of North America, in the 
federated form, constitute the union. 

As the union may be said to be a con- 
federation of minor repubiicsa, so the Ger- 
man Empire is nothing more than a con- 
federation of monarchies with a titular 
emperor, instead of a president, for their 
executive head. | 
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PRINCE 


indeed, it be his purpled and omniscent 
brother, for Prince Henry's birth may be 
said to have been almost simultaneous 
with that of regenerated Germany. 


He was only about two months old when 
a tremendous thing happened in Prussia— 
nothing less than the appearance of Bis- 
marck on the public stage of Europe at 
Berlin, a political navigator to steer the 
ship of state through the stormiest of wa- 
ters into the safest and most magnificent 
of ports. Thus Prince Henry enjoyed the 
inestimable privilege of having been born 
on the threshold of an era prolific of great 
men, and rich in the inspiration of grand 
historical events. 


He was further blessed in the priceless 
advantage of model parents of their kind, 
his mother, the first-born of the Queen of 
England, being one of the most cultivated 
women of hey time, while hie father, ‘“‘Un- 
ser Fritz,’ ag he was loudly called by the 
people, was a paragon of all princely vir- 
tues, set off by a noble and knightly pres- 
ence. His character, however, was not 
without a vein of vanity and of sentimental 
idealism inconsistent with the qualities of 
a true soldier. 


WAS RULED BY HIS WIFE. 


Moreover, the crown prince, having « 
weaker and leas gifted character than his 
English wife, was always completely under 
her influence—much to the disgust of Bis- 
marck and the Prussians generally; so that, 
among other things, she exercised complete 
control over the education and upbring ng 
of her children, who thus became members 
rather of a British than of a German house- 
hold. 


English was generally spoken at table, 
and when absent from their mother her 
children corresponded with her in that lan- 
guage. They were even provided, when pos- 
sible, with English playmates, and even an 
American one—as Mr. Poultney Bigelow 
could proudly testify—@o that it is quite 
possible that Prince Henry may be found 
to speak his mother tongue with a slight!y 
Trangatiantic accent. ; 

Both the prince and his imperial brother 
were avid readers of English nevels of 
adventure, especially those of Capt. Mar. 
ryatt and Mayme Reid, and they used te en- 
act scenes from those red skin stories in 
the park of the new palace, Potsdam, which 
was the summer residence of their parents. 

The crown princess did much work and 
reading in the pavilion of that beautiiui 
park, her children playing round 


so, monsieur? What a pity they have such 
a mother!” 

But as a matter of fact, it was from 
their ultra-English and =\liberal-minded 
mother that they inherited all that was 
best In them—in accordance with the gen- 
eral rule that men are more ihe sons of 
their mother than of their sire—while their 
sisters, on the other hand, displayed more 
of the weaker character of their father. 


THE ROYAL BROTHERS AT SCHOOL 


Prince Willlam proved a very much better 
artist with his brush and pencil than his 
less in‘aginative brother, though in the 
matter of hook-learning Henry waa credited 
with being a quicker pupil. This was more 
part‘cularly the case at Cassel, to the pub- 
lic “gymnasium,” or high school, of which 
both brothers were sent in 1874 when the 
elder was in his 15th, and the younger in 
his 12th year. 


The appearance of these two prices at 
Cassel] was something in the nature of a 
family revolution, for it was the first time 
that any mormber of their house had ever 
been sent to a public schoel. Both the old 
Emperor and Bismarck were shocked at the 
idea—dreading that this would possibly 
prove the beginning of the end of the Ho- 
hengollerna, but the parents of the two boy 
princes stood firm. 

Prussia was no longer an autocracy; it 
had now become a constitutional state. and, 
therefore, it behoved its princes and rulers 
to be in touch with the thoughts and the 
aspirations of the people. It was the lack 
of this bond which had coet Frederick WIll- 
iam IV the half of his absolute power. 

If a prince ts to become & popular mon- 
arch he ought to have a public education 
—so reasoned tke enlightened parents of 
Princes William and Henry, and they had 
their way. “A magnanimous resolve,” 
wrote George von Bunsen, “and one hither- 
to unexampled in the annais of our reign- 
ing families." 

Almost all clesses are represented at 
these gymnasia, where education is so 
cheap; but it must not be supposed that 
though the two Hohensollern princes were 
among the pubiie sohool pupils at Casel 
they were also of them. While attending 
this school they lived in the neighboring 
palace of Wilhelmshohe, where Napoleon 
III had been lodged after his surrender at 
Sedan, and between them and their fellow 
pupils there was a certain social barrier 
none the less effective because invisible 
and unobtrus’' ¢. 


“No one," wrote a correspondent, “to see 
those two simple, kindly-looking lads in 
their plain military frocks, sitting on «4 
form at the Casse) Gymnasium among the 
other pupils, would have guessed that they 
were the two young imperial princes." 


BENEFICIARY OF THREE WARS. 


Yes, imperta!; for by this time the King 
of Prussia had become German Emperor; 
and his grandsen had been witness of the 
chief events of the three great ware by 
which this wonderful consummation had 
been brought abcut. 

Standing at his nursery window with his 
brother “Willy,”’ Prince Henry, when but 6 
child of two, had clapped his little hands 
at the sight of a hundred captured Danish 
guns which, to the accompaniment of b.ar- 
ing music and exultant cannon thunder, 


meted heroes who had stormed the famous 
redoubts of Duppel, and this effectually 
soived the Grst phage of the great German 
question. 

Again, two years later, when a boy of 
four, the prince had witnessed the triumph- 


PRINCE AS A MIDSHIPMITS. 


Prince Henry, now in his fifteenth yearn, 
became a “midshipmite’ on board the 
training ship Niobe, a sailing frigate which 
had once belonged to the British navy and 
been handed ove: to Prussia on the intro- 
duction of steam. as being good enough for 
her and her purroses 

It was on board this antiquated but still 
usefu) old sailer that Henry acquired his 
first practical experience of the sea, crulis- 
ing about the Baltic, and even making an 
adventurous dash across the German 
to the English Channel and the Solent, 
he presented bimeelf te his royal 
grandmamma, the Mistress of the 
Osborne Castile. end mighty proud was 
majesty to behold this little grandson 
hers is his “tarry breeka,.” 


Having passed his midshipmen examina- 
tion with the certificate “good,” and spent 
@ month on the Renown—also a Gscarded 
British vessel—to learn artillery work, the 
sallor-prince embarked on the steam core 
vette Prinz Adalbert, Capt. MacLean, fos 
a two years’ vcyage, so as at once to cém- 
plete his practical seamanship and give 
him more notion of the countries on the 
surface of the round world. 


“Willy.” so it fell to the lot of a man 
of tcottish origin, serving in the Prussian 
navy—a clansmen, if not 4 kinsman, of \jw 
MacLean who was to become kaid, or com- 
mander-in-chief of the moorigh army—te 
command the ship on which “Prince Henry, 
the Navigator II,” made his voyage round 
the globe. 

“A tew days ago,” wrote his father, the 
crown prince, to his kinsman prince, now 
King Charles of Roumania, on the 19th of 
October, 1878, “we bade farewell to Henry 
for two years Seldom has a separation 
fallen on my heart as this. He proceeds 
round Cape Horn, via Rie, and will thes 
join his station in Japan.” 

On committing his son to the care of 
Capt. McLean the crown prince said te 
him: “Always remember, dear Henry, that 
it is @ very old custom with the princes 
of our house to learn to obey in order 
that they may afterward know how te 
command. Be respectful and obedient te 
your superiors, do your duty diligently and 
faithfully, and be a good messmate to those . 
of the same age and rank as yourself.” 

On the death of one of their other boys, 
Prince Waldemar. his mother implored the 
old Emperor to allow the prince to return 
home before his time. But the grané old 
disctplarian was not to be moved te ex- 
ceptional indu'gence of this kind, even ta 
the case of one of his own flesh and blood, 

“Before he started,” replied his majesty~— 
and his words sre on authentic record—“T 
aid not concea] from you the possible dan- 
goers that might befall the prince. It was 
my duty to prepare you for a long repara- 
tion. But you persisted in yorr resolution 
that your son should embark on the voy 
and now, as I warned you beforerand, 
cannot grant your wish by permitting him 
to return. He is ir. the service, and bas 
been ordered to go upon this royxge; thero- 
fore, it must be completed. As the prince's 
grandfather, I am deeply grieved that. ae 
Funperor, I am obliged to refuse your re 
quest.”

the first time in bis career the prince was 
to experience what real storms are in 
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the foree of the terrific cyclones, the prince 
acqjulred a horrible knowledge of what it is 
tu be between the devil and the deep sca. 
It was sald of him that In one terrible night 
alone he reaped the experience of years, 
but anyhow it had shown his messmates 
that he was of the right sort. 

Nevertheless, he thanked his stars when 
at last the orders came for him to proceed 
on the homeward voyage to kiel, where he 
was met by his loving parents, ‘“‘their re- 
union,” as an eyewitness testified, “being 
of a kind which caused all] the bystanders 
to burst into tears.’’ 

After a few weeks of happy family life, 
Prince Henry returned to Kiel to supple- 
ment his practical experience of the sea by 
several months of theoretical study, when 
he passed his examination—again only with 
the certificate ‘‘good’’—and received his 
commission as naval lieutenant. 

Yes, “good’”’ wag just about the adjective 
applicable to the Prince in every respect, 
if, indeed, this epithet was not a courtly 
synonym for ‘‘mediocre.” There was noth- 
ing decidedly distinguished about him, ei.h- 
er in appearance, intellect or character; but 
he was sober, sensible and apparently safe. 

He had nothing of the brilliant impulsive- 
ness and self-assertion of his brother, who 
nad now entered the married state, and 
impressed those immediately about h.m 
with all the promising attributes of genius. 
He did:not even resemble William in looks. 

His features were not what would be 
called aristocratic or noble, not to say royal; 
in plainer language, they were rather com- 
monplace, and it was only when he grew a 
beard, and thus got his countenance filled 
out and rounded off, that he began to bear 
a certain distant likeness to his father. 

Yet he was cast in a smaller and com- 
moner mold, and has none of his sire's high 
and impressive bearing. His look was al- 
ways one of modest, almost winning diifi- 
dence, as-if he were conscious of his lim- 
itations; while the bearing of his brother, 
devoid of all such consciousness, was ever 
one of proud and “dour’’ defiance. For the 
same reason Henry was never like William, 
@ poseur, a constant consulter of his look- 
ing glass, an artist of street attitudes, a stu- 
dent of stage effect, but a piain, simple, 
blunt, unassuming salilor-prince, wiihout 
even the rollicking roll of the sons of the 
sea. Swagger, not unmarked by a ccer- 
tain swashbuckler air, was all on the sol- 
dier. 


GOOD YOUNG MAN, BUT NOT 
BRILLIANT. 


Henry's conversation, though hearty and 
natural, was neither striking nor original. 
He was a “good young man,’’ but not a bril- 
liant ene. Nothing that he ever said or 
did arrested public attention or ch&lienged 
private criticism. 

There wus never any Berlin gossip about 
his extravagances or amours. He was a lay 
figure at court, and that was all. The 
tongue of scandal left him: untouched. But 
his instincts were as sound as his tastes 
were siniple. 

In the Reminiscences" of Bismarck any 
of hig press henchmen, Dr. Busch, Prince 
lienry’s name, as far as I can remember, 
is never once mentioned. Frederick the 
Great also had a brother calied Henry, who 
was his severest critic during the Seven 
Years War; but the Henry of ‘‘Wililanm the 
Greater” ia duYerently bullt. Yet he has 
‘hig undoubted virtues, including those of 
admiration, even hero-worship of his bet- 
ters. 

Once he put into England and called upon 
the admiral commanding there. On the ad- 
miral’s table he observed a photograph ol 
‘his brother, the Kaiser. “Ah,” he ex- 
claimed, with much elfusion, ‘there's a fine 
ivilow for you. You English don't appre- 
chite Bhhn. You hate hin. But take my 
words for it, he’s one of whe finest fellows 
in the worid.'’ There was decided truth in 
this. 

More disciplinary voyages and more study 
yet lay beiore Prince Henry; for whatever 
may be the priviieges of the Hohenzoilern 
princes, they ure never allowed to remain 
idle. 

After a six months’ tour of recreation 
from the two years knocking about, he ex- 
perienced in the Pring Adalbert-—a tour in 
Switzerland, ltaly and Egypt, where he bu 
narrowly missed seeing the British storm 
ing the entrenchments of Arabi Pasha a 
Tel-el-Kebir—the prince buckied to work 
again at Kiel with the marine artillery, ana 
then started off on the cruiser Oiga for an 
eighteen months’ voyage to the West Indies 
and South America. 

The orders of the Olga were to visit no 
fewer than 22 ports in those regions “in or- 
der to display the Gierman war flag and inm- 
press the Germans rdesiden( there with the 
fact that henveforth they would ho pro- 
tected from all unrighteousnesss, as well 
as to inspire them with the consciousness 
of thelr belonging to a great and mighty 
peopic,” 

Apart from some territc dangers and the 
sea encountered, yet surmounted by the 
Oiga, this iron-gauntieied vovage of Prince 
Henry to tho southern aalf af the New 
Hemisphere, was a great success in every 
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mer and studying at Kiel in winter, er 
commanding a company of marines. 

Hie had seen the world as few had seen 
it, and now “he was well entitled to select 
a wife. The announcement that he had 
at last done so was formally made by his 
grandfather, the old Emperor, on his 90th 
birthday (in 1§87), and his choice had fall- 
en on his own cousin, Princess Irene of 
Hesse, who was born on the 12th of July, 
1k865—nine days after the battle of Konig- 
gratz had resulted in an armistice between 
Prussia and Austria—on account of which 
the child was called ‘“‘lrene,’’ or ‘“‘Peace.”’ 

It is probable that no man, certainly no 
prince, was ever married in circumstairces 
more painful and tragic than those which 
marked his wedding in the summer of 1338. 
For by this time his father, the Emperor 
Frederick—Emperor only for 99 days—was 
a dying man. For nearly a year he had 
struggled heroically with the fell disease 
which was now daily tightening its inex- 
orable grasp about this throat, and Prince 
Henry. a devoted son to doting father, 
had been away from his ships and at his 
suffering parent’s side, ever since he vainly 
went to seek relief on the sunny Itaiian 
Shore of the Mediterranean. 

That fond and well-beloved parent had 
gone to the Riviera as crown prince and re- 
turned to Berlin as Emperor, but only to 
die. Yet with that shadow of certain death 
hovering over him, he could not bear to 
think of the life of others nearest and 
dearest to him being darkened. “On with 
the dance,’ he said in effect, ‘‘let joy be 
unconfined,’ and he fixed the birthday of 
his English mother-in-law, the 24th of May, 
as the wedding day of his sailor son. 


WAS SADDEST OF WEDDINGS. 


The ceremony was performed in the chap- 
e] of the suburban palace of Charlottenburg, 
which was serving the Emperor as a hos- 
pital, and it was, perhaps, the saddest cere- 
mony of its kind that has ever been gol- 
emnized. 


“I must be in good spirits today and to- 
morrow,’ said the moribund monarch, ‘‘and 
forget all about my Iillness.’’ The conirast 
between father and son—one already the 
worn and pallid bridegroom of death, the 
other the bronzed and bearded owner of a 
beautiful and blushing bride—was one of the 
saddest things on which the sun has ever 
looked. ‘‘Next day,’ wrote Morrell Mac- 
Kenzie, the Emperor’s English doctor, ‘‘the 
Emperor showed signs of fatigue and de- 
pression, though he did not complain. From 
this time I reckoned the final decline of 
his majesty’s health. He was never so we.] 
after Prince Henry’s wedding.”’ 


The princely couple had not, indeed, com- 
pleted their honeymoon in SBilcsia when 
they were summoned back to Potsdam to 
receive the death-bed biessing of Frederick 
the Noble, and to follow his refmains to the 
tomb. 


As for the painful family controversies 
which then began to rage around that 
tomb, there was nothing to show that 
Prince Henry took an active part, or indeed 
so show whether he had ranged himself on 
the side of his mother or his brother, though 
the temporary estrangement between the 
two latter did not appear to have shaken 
the mutual devotion between brother and 
brother. 

On the contrary they now seemed to be 
more attached to one another than ever. 
In the previous summer they had cross:d 
the North Sea in a boat of Prince Henry's 
torpedo division to take part in Queen Vic- 
toria’s golden jubilee festivities, and en- 
joyed immensely the tossing about which 
they had experienced during their pitch- 
ing passage; and now, after William II's 
accession, Prince Henry accompanied him 
on his sea tour to the northern courts of 
Europe as commander of the imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern, escorted by a powerfu! iron- 
clad fleet which had been selected from 4 
German battleships of various kinds as 
sembled at the starting point, Kiel. 


On returning from this trip, the prince 
was attached to the admiralty, after which, 
with the rank of commander, he was given 
succesive command of the protected cruis- 
er Irene, nameu after his wife, and other 
biggeT battleships, Beowulf and Sachsen, 
on which he always gave a Satisfactory ac- 
count of himself in the autumn maneuvers 
in the Baltic 


But he was also a frequent visitor at the 
court of his brother, who employed him in 
all kinds of representative functions. Prom- 
inent among those was his trip to the sta- 
tion in Berlin to meet Bismarck after his 
reconciliation with the Emperor, and escort 
him to the palace, as if he had been the 
Kaiser's fellow sovereign rather than his 
subject.

AT THE FAMOUS KIEL BANQUET. 


All Germany was afame with enthusiasm 
and all Europe was looking on with min- 
gied amusement and amazement. Both the 
imperial brothers rather lost their mental 
baiance. At a farewell banquet in Kiel 
Palace (on the 16th of December, 1897,) the 
Kaiser flamed out with an oration which 
overtopped all his previous efforts of the 
same kind. Turning to Prince Henry, with 
pasmon in his voice, and glowing fervor

Prince Henry had never before been 
known to make a speech, or at least it 
had never been reported, but now he burst 
forth, not in ordinary prove, but in a 
«ind of dirthyrambic verse, and it was seen 
that this modest, retiring scion of the Ho- 
henzolierns had also inherited a capacity 
for the perfervid eloquence of his brother, 
But tet his speech speak for itself: 


granted to us as men to look into each oth- 
er’e eyes and stand faithfully at each oth- 
er's side. To your majesty the imperial 
ctruwn has come with thorns. I have striven 
in my restricted sphere and whb my scanty 
strength as man, soldier and «‘tizen to help 
your majesty. We have reached a great

Your majesty bas made a great sacrifice, 
end bes shown great faver to myself in 
intresting tiie commend te me I thant 
your majes:y from the bottom of a loyal, 
brother|y and hbumide beart.

HE Hohenzollern family, to which Prince Henry and 
Emperor William belong, is one of the most an- 
cient in Europe. 

In fact, its genealogical tree has as its root one of the 
Trojans who fled to the North when the city of Troy 
was captured. 

The name Hohenzollern was first given to a rugged, 
fortress-crowned crag in the middle of the Swabian Alps. This 
crag was the cradle of the royal family of Prussia—the first nest 
of the Black Eagle. ; 

The first great Hohenzollern to be mentioned in history was 
a count, who, in 1273, was made a Prince of the Holy Roman 
Empire. 

In 1417 one of his descendants became, by purchase, the first 
elector of Bradenburg. The Hohenzollern family continued to 
hold this office until, in 1740, it came to Frederick the Great, the 
real founder of both the Hohenzollern dynasty and the Ger- 
man Empire. , 

From Frederick the Great the family tree runs down to the 
present Kaiser as follows: 

Frederick the Great, 1740-1786. 

Frederick William Ul, 1786-1797. 

Frederick William ITI, 1797+1811 

Frederick William IV, 1840-1861. 

Frederick William Lewis, 1861-188.

From the first the Hohenzollerns have been a strenuous 
family, noted for deeds of courage and daring. 

They have been a race of soldiers, battling to extend the 
boundaries of their country or to add prestige to her flag 
From the earliest youth they were prepared for the..responsi- 
bilities of the throne with as much diligence as if they were 
athletes training for a contest, 

Emperor William’s young sons, for instance, § are 
e'liged to be up at 6 o'clock, winter and suminer, and ready 
‘¢ a plunge into an icy bath. 

Half an hour later they breakfast with their father. dining 
on the simplest and plainest food. They are required to give 
the military salute on entering and leaving the room, and the 
conversation. is generally on military and naval subjects. 

Every hour of the day is laid out like the running sched- 
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tle of a train. But books, athletics and romps are s¢ 
intermingled that the childrer have plenty of relaxa- 
‘jon. For half an hour every morning and evening the 
Kaiser romps with them, rolling about the floor, play- 
‘bear and Indian,” as if he were only 10 years old in- 
stcald of 43 
Sometimes the whole family, including the Em- 
press, carry their noon luncheon to the woods at Withelms- 
Lohe. Then, lying on the soft grass, beneath the oak trees, 
the Kaiser unhuttuns his stiff military coat and has a good 
time with the youthful Hohenzollerns, eating cold chicken or 
pork pie when the frolic comes to an end. 

But fun is only an occasional incident in a Hohenzollern’s 
life. With the Kaiser, as with his imperial grandfathers, the 
throne is a business and a responsibility. Upon his shoulders 
rests the German Empire, and his daily endeavor is to increase 
the number of its friends and to decrease that of its enemies. 

The Hohenzollern energy and adaptability has always 
made a fevorable impression upon Americans who have been 
Dresented at the German court. 

In 1890, says Poultney Bigelow, an American officer was 
Presented to the Kaiser at the Baltic maneuvers. 

“Well, what do you think of the Z:aperor>” asked Mr. 
Pigelow. 

“Immense!” replied the officer, with enthusiasm. “He has 
a genuine Yankee head on him!”
